This was that abyſ\the mind of man 
could not fathom : for things ſo far 
alundir, ſo diſtant in their own na- 
ture, as arcateſt Mercy and greateſt 
Tuſtic: ce, to be made to meet and con- 
centre, was a wonderful plot and 
contrivance of Divine Wiſdom, ever 
to bu adored; and being now reveal- 
cd. avprars Wildom to men that are 
perfect. yea, to all men ſober and

Curſed death; that God might 
be juſt, &c. | | mutt not leave this 
out, though I have an averſeneſs to 
ſpeak of things 1 do not well under- 
ſtand. And I muſt confeſs that I do 
not ſo clearly underſtand ( as I do 
other things) what is meant by Curſe, 
diſtin& from pain and ſhame. But I 
will tell you my thoughts of it: As 
Benedidio, bleſſing, as Amiraldus 
ſaith, ſeemeth to be the folemn de- 
claration of the good will of one ſu- 
periour in Power and Dignity. The yeb. 5.7. 
leſs is bleſſed of the greater. So Ma- 
ledi@io, xd|dez , leemeth to be nothing 
cl{e but a ſolemn declaration of the 
anger and diſpleaſure of the Rector 
and higher Powers. So that ever 
death that carrieth 1n it the tokens 
and marksof the diſpleaſure of the 
higher Powers, may becalled za]dez, 
a curſe. This 1s it, that it be inflicted 
by the King for a fault ; and there- 
fore a death of hanging on a Tree, 
which is inflicted fora fault, by the 
authority of the Higher Powers, be- 
Ing a painful, and eſpecially a ſhame- 
ful death ( wherein the chief of

That Curſe which the Apoſtle al-

For men have not that full power 
and authority over their lives and 
members, togive them a compenſati- 
on for others, which they have over 
their money and eſtates, God hath 
not given them this power ; and alſo 
Governours are under the Law of 
God, and ſo bave not regularly au- 
thority to take away mens lives or 
members upon ſuch commutations in- 
ſtead of others; therefore thoſe Au- 
thors that thought men had full au- 
thority over their lives and members, 
do hugely commend the aCt of Zalex- 
chas 1a putting out one of his own 
eyesz anc werel1t not for this obſtru- 
Ction, we 'hould commend it as one 
ot the braveſt a&s of Juſtice mixed 
with prudence , ta thoſe circumſtan- 

CES, 
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ces, that ever was. Now both theſe 
difticulties are removed here.

How unworthy is it of 
a ReCtor, by impunityand indulgence, 
to ſeem to have a confederacy with 
the breakers of his Law ? Though 
he pardon offenders, yet it muſt be 
in ſuch a way as there may be no 
ground of ſuſpition,- as if he was 
pleaſed with ſin, become ſuch a one 
as themſelves, or not highly diſplea- 
{ed with the violators of his Law ; 
it muſt be upon dreadtully-awing 
honourable terms, What can you 
Inagin Chriſt's Death was a compen- 
{ation for. or a ſatisfactionunto ; but 
to thoſe high and glorious Attributes 
of his Wiſdom, Juſtice and Holinels ? 


that ſaving the honour of theſe, he 


might pardon and advance to dignity 
rebells againſt Heaven, upon their re- 
turning to their ſubjection and alleg1- 
ance; that the honour and credit of 
theſe might be maintained,and yet the 
offenders not periſh. And this atroct- 
ous death of the Son of God for lin, 
did do God great honour in the face 
of the Sun, and of the World; did 
allert his holineſs and hatred of fin,

77 
proclaim his Righteouſneſs, and is a 
loud Thunder-clap of terror againſt 
{uch as ſhall againa ſecond time, and 
after ſuch hope brought in, undo 
themſelves : And by this, all the di- 
ſhonour that would have come to 1 
God, by pardoning ſubmitting and 
yielding enemies and rebe]Is, 1s clear- fl 
ed and wiped off, and the repute of 
the Law as well ſecured and kept up, | 
and offenders (conſiderate) no more 
imboldened to fleight Him, and his 
Laws, and Threats, by looking on 
him as no great enemy to (in 3 than if 
the penalty had been executed upon 
all Men for ever.

That God might be juſt : it J 
would not be ſenſe to ſtop here; for,

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could never have fatisfied 5 he would 
have becn always paying, and yet 
the dcbr always fo pay {t11] 3 fo that 
there could never have been any 
Juſtification ot finners. 

2, But that he mighr be juſt, and a 
jaſtifier, He ſet out Chriſt a Propitia- 
tlon for the remiſliun of fins. Here 
vou ſce two cauſes of Chriſt's death. 
The love of God to Man one, and 
the jultice of God the other. He was 
:aduced to this amazing act by his 
Philanthropy, his love of man, and 
zeal of juſtice. He ſo loved the World 
that he gave his only begotten Son. that 
whoſoever believed on him, might not 
periſh, but might have everlaſting life. 
And here his juſtice did not ſwallow 

'ip his Mercy, nor his Mercy his Ju- 

wan” but they are of quite diſtinct 

onliderations. Here isa loud Teſti- 
Is of his Love to us, and love to 
ts Law and Juſtice; of love to us, 
that Chriſt ſhould die rather than we 
periſh; and of love to his Law and 
ſuſtice, in that he hereby took or- 
der that they ſhould not be injured 
by kis pardoning of us. 
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Yet obſerve well here (for the un- 
derſtanding of the things,I have ſpo- 
ken of. and ſhall ſpeak of, depend 
much upen it) that this love was not 


the love of Complacency or ReCto- 


ral love; for that 1s, and was, the 
fruit of Chriſt's Death 5 but a love 
of pity , ſuch as was conſiſtent with 
Rectoral and Legal hatred. Zalencas 
might lawfully have a love of pity to 
his Son, before his invented Satisfa- 
Cton; but Rectoral wrath and ha- 
tred : He was bound in honour as a 
iuſt Rector to execute the Law, to 
keep It ſacred and unblemiſhed 3 and 
this reſtrained his natural pity, from 
doing an 1njury to juſtice. And this 
Love that I am ſpeaking of, was the 
Loveof one that was bound in ho- 
nour and juſtice to be an enemy. as 
things ſtood 3 but yet of one willing 
to find out ſome way, that he might, 
with ſafety to his honour and juſtice, 
be a friead, as Governour 3; that 1s, 
might juſtly not inili& the penalty. 
Thus you ſee the love of Pity that 
{ent Chriſt, was not the fruit of Chriſts 
Death : But his love of Complacency, 

hs 
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his juitifying love, Pardoning love, 
ReCoral love, that is the lrui: of his 
Death.

tion or payment in the ſtricteſt 
ſenſe , bur a ſatisfaction 1n the ſtrict- 
eſt ſenſe : The eſſence of which lies 
in this, that 1t 1s juſtly and fairly re- 
tuſable. In payment of debts. the 
moſt Laws admit payment by a Sub-

0::!ty in the cale of oc dIence and 
tu nithment : for kane ihe Laws do 
juſtly and equitably Ceci. rmine the

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fer; and allow not any delegation, 
as doing or ſuffering by another : 
ſo that if another ſuffer. it 1s not the 
ſame in Law; it the penalty be 
ſuffered by another natural perſon, 
it is ſuffered by another perſon in 
Law. And here, Dum alizs ſolvit, 
alind ſolvitur , therefore ſuch ſutfer- 
ing of another contrary to Law.may 
be a ſatisfaction that the Rector 
may with hononr not execute the 
Law. but cannot poſlibly be an exe- 
cution of the Law, the zdexz, the

I will make all plain to you thus: 
Suppoſe the Law-threat had run 
thus : If any man fin, he ſhall dye, 
be damned, or another for him ; | he, 
or another }] thus disjunctively ; et- 
ther of theſe would have been the 
very thing threatned, the ſame 1n 
Law, as the Principal and Surety 
are; and then all theſe after-menti- 
oncd . Inconvemiences would have 

followed. 
Firſt Io this caſe, had God provided 
One to dye for us, here would have 
ben nothing of pardon, Here indeed 
would 
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The Gzcat Pzopitiation : or, 
would have been grace and favour 
in thus procuring one; but nothing 
of pardon. remiſſion of ſin: for it 
would not have been a refuſable 
payment; either of their deaths 
would have been the ſame in Law, 
and ſono att of Pardon or Grace to 
acquit upon 1t: whereas God for 
Chriſt's ſake forgiveth, #e have by 
his blood the remiſſion of ſins. This 
wouid have been like proper folu- 
tionz and then the ſtricteſt Juſtice 
cannot deny an acquittance and ju» 
ſtitication to the party, for whom it 
ie paid; and there need not be. 
there cannot be, in this caſe, any

not due : for the utmoſt Juſtice re- 
quires no more than the ſuffering of 
one of them. 

Thirdly , It would alſo in this cafe 
be non-ſenſe . or injuſtice, to pre- 
icribe the Delinquent terms or con- 
Gitions on which he ſhould have ju- 
{ſrification ; the benefit of the other's 
death, or of theuther's ſitting in the 
Stocks; orelſe to have no benefit by 
them : for the oftenger would have 
right without performing ſuch con- 
d:ttons.

But this death of Chrift was a ſa- 
tisfaction much like a retuſable pay- 
ment : for the threat was, The foul 
that ſinned ſhould dye,be damned; not 
he, or another. The death of Chriſt 
was a ſatisfaction, a refufable pay- 
ment ; for God might have refuſed, 
if Chriſt had interceded , as 2oſes, 
Blot me, I pray thee, out of the Book 
of Life for the people; and ſave their 
ſouls, their lives. God might have an- 
{wered, Thoſe that fin againſt me, [ 
have only threatned, and thoſe only 
I will puniſh ; but of thee will I re- 
quire nothing, and from thee will I 
accept nothing. For the threat was 
not, If a man ſinned he ſhould 
dye, or ſome other for him ( for then, 
_ Either of them would have been the 
idem, the fame in Law ), and ſo not 
refuſable z but it was that the offen- 
der himſelf ſhould dye: ſo that 
whatſoever elſe than the offender's 
ſufferings, could be offered, was re- 
trſable, and fo could be but a Satisfa- 
ction. And then theſe things will 
ſuit-and agree :

Thirdly, TE Chriſt fulfilled the 
Lav tor us in this ſenſe, fo as ir 1s to 
be imputed to us, as it we had ful- 
illed the Law our felves ; then we 
thowuld be freed altogether from any 
obligation from the Law to cbedi- 
ence; jift as we are freed from the 
condemnation of the Law . b« cauſe 
Cit underwent It as a Satistu6t ion 
tor us, we ſhonkd not then lin in not- 
obeying the | aw, and we could not 
bu pardoned by Chriſt ter our. fins

I am almolt aihamed to lay open 
the weakneſs of them that hold theſe 
things, after ſuch multitudes of learn» 
ed Proteſtants have ſhown their ab- 
\urdity. How much clearer 1s the 
Scripture-way, of God for Chrilt's 
ſake juſtifying and pardoning us, ior 
Chrilt's Satistaction, Propitiation ? 
thin to talk of our fulfiiling the 
Law ; yea, or ( which 1s nort1o 11] 
our ſatisfying in Him, ſuffering 11 
Him , or redeeming our felves in 
Him, or God accounting us to 
have fatised in Him. Theſe are 
Phrales the Scripture 1s a firanger 
unto: thuugh it they will ſay , as 
ſome, They mean no more by ſuch 
ſpeeches, but that God tor Chrilt's 
Satisfaction gives us all theſe Goſpel- 

H 4 mMercies : 
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mercies: [I ſhall only ſay, They might 
ſneak plainer, And our ſatisfying in 
Him 1s true, 1n a figurative ſenſe, 
though not in a proper ſenſe; and 
{o God's accounting us to have fa- 
tisfied in Him : yer, in no poſſible 
{-nſe is our fulfilling the preceptive 
part of the Law in Him, true; for, 


this would male Chriſt's ſatisfaction 
needleſs. 


Now ſince I have defined Juſtih- 
cation by pardon of lin ; it is nece\- 
{ary that I tell you what Pardon 1s: 
Pardon 1s a diflolution, or diſcharge 
from the obligation to puniſhment. 
It is none of theſe four things that 
only pretend to come in competl- 
tlON, 

1. Pardon of fin is not, A ma- 
King lin ceale to be : for that 1s to 
2c aſcribed to SanQAification, which 
:3 a real Change in oppoſition to re- 
Zative. 

2. It is not, making that it ſhould 
be ſaid, that the fin was never com- 
mitted 3 this is impoſlible. 


3, It 
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2. It is not, making (in that it do 
not in its own nature deferve dam- 
nation. 

4. It is not, the executive taking 
off the penalty ; for this is a conſe- 
quent of pardon, by virtue of ju- 
{tice and faithfulneſs. Yet ſome- 
times it is uſed in this Improper ſenſe 
:n Scripture. 

But it is, A diſlolution of the 
obligation to pumſhment ; the due- 
neſs of the penalty is taken away 


Immediately by pardon, and fſore- 


motely and ultimately the penalty; 
God being juſt and taichful, will not 
inflict what 1s not due, what he hath 


made not due by his Law of 


Grace. 

So that Juſtikcation actively ta- 
ken for God's act, 1s an act of Ged. 
whereby he pardoneth our fins, or, 


diflolveth the obligation to puniſh- 


ment. And then Juſtification, when 
taken paſſively for the effec of Ju- 
{tification, is, A diffolution of, or 
diſcharge from the obligation to 
Hell and Puniſhment, or a right to 
Salvatianz or, a right to be free 

from 
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from Condemaation, which is ne- 
thing elle but a right to ſalvation. 

It doth not. in this Diſcourſe, 
concern me to {peak of the turther 
d:gices of Happinels ſuperaidded ; 
for, Juſtihcation of it felt compre- 
hendeth no more than right to what 
would have been due tous if we had 
been 11ghteous without pardon, had 
never travuſpreiſcd the Law : tor, Ju- 
{tihication is from ſome thing, as well 
as to ſome thing. Yet this, on the 
by : Greater things than we fc1! 
from, do come to man by the ſame 
Law of Grace, by the ſame 
blood of Chriſt, and upon the per- 
tor mance of the ſame condition, that 
Tutritication or pardon of fin doth. 
As ior the meritorious cauſe of this 
Juttification;,, I have ſpoken very 
largely of it already: for whole 
fake, merit. Cujus intuitu: 1 told 
vou that he juſties us through the 
redemption that 1s ia Chrilt ; and 
{ dare not ever and anon return to 
{pcak of 1t here, leſt I ſhould con- 
found your underſtandings. I ſhall, 
after this, ſpeak of God's working 
Faith 
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aith in us, that we might be julti- 
fied, and Chriſt's meriting of it. 
Therefore do not in your too for- 
ward thoughts over-run me, as if | 
devicd any thing I come not yet to 
ſpcak of. 

Now I will tell you what this act 
ovf God is; how God diſchargerh 
the ſinner, and diflolveth this ob- 
jigation to Puniſiment, and fo gl- 
veth right to falvatico which we 
loſt by our fins. 

It is by fome new Law or Con- 
ſtitution, by forne Covenant or Pro- 
mile. found ed in Chriſt's Satis{actt- 
on. It 1s fome judicial juridical act, 
and therefore by ſome Law-aCct. I

2. God will be true to his own 
Laws, and will not leave a man un- 
puniſhed to whom puniſhment 1s 
due by his own Conſtitutions, all 
things conſidered ; but his judgment 
and execution will be accarding to 


Fcov.17-Truth and Law. He that condemn - 
'Peth the righteous, and juſtifieth the 


wicked , they both are an abomination 
#0 
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to the Lord. He will ſentence men 
2ccording to his own Laws 3 and he 
will not juſtific or condemn pro /[i- 
bita, but according to his own decla- 
red Laws. He will not ſententially 
hereafter juſtifie, nor will he ac- 
count juſtified here, any ſinner, but 
whom the new Law of Grace, the 
Goſpel founded in the blood of 
Chriſt juſtifieth, which only juſtifi- 
eth Believers. 

3. Condemnation is by ſome Law: 
therefore Juſtification muſt be by 
{ſome Law; for, Contraries are of 
the ſame general nature. As con- 
demnation is by a Law-threat ; ſo 
Juſtification of a ſinner muſt be by 
a Law-promile. It is a Law: rule, that 
Obligations are dillolved by the fame 
way whereby they are made. The 
Apoſtle ſpeaking of boaſting being 
excluded in Juſtification, asketh, By 
what Law? and anſwers, By the Law 
of Faith; 1mplying plainly, Men 
are juſtified by the Law of Faith.

We«< may argue plainly thus: This 
Law. this Covenant- Promiſe, Belzeve 
and live; can give life, that is, right 
to life; tor ſome do perform the 
Condition of this Law : Theretore, 
verily Righteouſneſs is and mult be 
by this Law, Can any man poſſibly 
give a reaſon why that Law would 
have juſtified, would have given 
right to lite, and ſo righteouſneſs 
have been by it, to a man that had 
performed perſe& obedience, and 
not this Believe and live, pertorm 
the Goſpel-conditions and live; and 
not this juſtifie , give right to life. 
and fo righteouſneſs be by it ? 

5. To deny this, 1s tofay, the 
Goſpel-Promiſes are meer Cypheis 
and Nullitiesz they have no effe&, 
if they do not give right to Impu- 
nity and eternal lite, which is Ju- 

{tification 
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{tication to thoſe that pertorm tlie 
-onditions: Nay, tt is todeny that 
they are Promiſes; for if Promiles, 
they mult have the common nature 
of Promilcs, which 1s to glVC right. 
To deny tne efficacy of them, 1s to 
deny they are gracious Promiſes; It 
istolity they are uſeleſs, as to giving 
the right ; we ſhould have had right 
without them. It is no Act of Oblt- 
vion, much leſs a very gracious Act 
of Oblivion . that doth not pardon 
and juſtihe properly them that per- 
iorm the Conditions of it 3 no Act 
of Oblivion to him that would be 
juſtilied by doing that which 1s the 
condition of it without it. And this, 
by the way : They that fay, Faith 
attaincth 1ipht as an Inſtrument, 
and not as a conGition, make ail the 
Promilcs Nullities; they in efiect lay, 
We ihould have had right, had we 
performed tout thing which is tlic 
condition. without ſuch a promitc.

Now what Law ot 
Grace 
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Grace is it 2 What names 1s it to be 
called by? You may call it , The 
Promiſe, the Covenant, the Law of 
Grace, the Law of Faith, the Goſpel; 
by theſe names it is called in Scrip- 
ture. The tenour of it 1s this : He 
that turneth, ſhall live : He that be- 
lieveth, ſhall be ſaved : He that ac- 
cepteth Chriſt in the Goſpel-way, 
on the Goſpel-terms, ſhall have the 
benefit of this Propitiation to his 
juſtification and ſalvation, though 
never ſo great a ſinner. This 1s the 
Goſpel, the Law of Faith , the Law 
or Covenant of Grace: founded in 
the blood of Chriſt. Theſe Promi- 
ſes are Tea and Amer in Chriſt; are 
the Covenant confirmed of God in 
Chriſt,as the Apoſtle calls them. And 
by this all were juſtified and ſaved, 
that ever were ſaved by the blood 
of Chriſt. You ſhall all be judged, 
_ that 1s, juſtified or condemned, ſen- 
tentially, according to this Goſpel. 
And, as you ſhall be fſententially 
: judged according to this Law of 
i.iberty art the Jaſt day; fo, you

Thirdly, Juſtification 1s not, God's 
knowing we fhall be ;uſtificd. God 
indeed doth know men \hail be ju- 
ſtified when they believe : but this 
is not Juſtific-tion. It doth not fol- 
low that a man is juſtified , and his 
fin pardoned, who 1s -oing cn in all 
villany, becauſe he belongeth to the 
Election of Grace, becaule God 
knoweth he will belicve, and ſo will 
be juſtified when brought home. For, 
1. God knoweth, till he believe, he 
is unjuſtified, his (fin not par Joned, he 
1s under the curſe of the Law ,, and 
under the Rectoral diſpleature of 
God : for , Without Faith it is in- 
puſſible to pleaſe God. God hateth all 
workers of iniquity with this Recto- 
ral hatred. He that believeth not. is 
condemned already; he 1s lo tar from 
being juſtifidd, You cannot ſay of 
luch a man, he is jaſtified, his fins 
_ pardoned , but he knoweth it not. 
No; till a man believe. the wrath of 
God abideth on him. Heil 1s yet his 
duc, by God's own Laws of Govern- 
ment ; though Heaven will be ſo, 
whcn the belteves. 2. Elſe Juſtificati- 
Ws ON 
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Could you think of any other 
thing to call Juſtification, beſide what 
I have here taught you, I could with 
much caſe ſhew you the abſurdity = 
it, Theſe are thelikelieſt of any 
can think of, to pretend to be. A 
that are not it, and are pretended by 
ſome to be 1t. 

You now fee, or may fee, Juſtifi- 
cation 1s Cod's Juridical At by his 
Goſpel, by his Law of Grace. If an 
Act of ' Oblivion be made on theſe 
terms, That whoſoever of ſuch Re- 
Lels ſhall 20 and promiſc betore ſome 
ſuſtice of Peace, they will be loyal 
$ub jects for the future: as loon as e- 
ver they have thus oromiſed , this 
{aw juſtificth, pardoneth them, Chey

It is by this Goſpel, this perfect 
Law of Liberty, that we are juſti- 
fied; this 1s that new Law that Mi- 
niſters are ſent to preach : Go preach 
the Goſpel to every creature.

He that be- 
lieveth not, ſlall be damned. This 1s 
our great buſineſs , Totell men the 
condition on Which they ſhall be 
pardoned , juſtified, and ſo ſaved. 
And thould any Miniſters be igno- 

rant of their great Metſlage? yea,

conditions, no terms, nothing re- 
uired of us 1n order to attaining

There were Promiſes of Forgive- 
neſs, Juſtification, and right to Hea. 
ven, made known to the World b 
Noah the Preacher of Righteoulnels, 
and others, upon the condition of 
repentance and returning to God. 
If thou doſt well, ſhalt thou not be 
accepteds was ſaid to a preat ſinner.

not right to Juſtification and Salva- 
tion. It a man become a Chriſtzan 
indeed, it naturally and inevitably

s. It is a profs miſtake that many 
take up with. thinking 1t would 
be a more gracious, ]iberal, and tree 
ſpeech and promiſe, to ſay, Only be- 
lIieve, rely , accept Chriſt for Savi- 
our , and you ſhall have right to 
Heaven, and be juſtified ; and I will 
require nothing elſe of you for right 
to Heaven : T his believing ſhall on- 
ly be influential into your right; but 
yet, except you repent, turn from 
fin to God, and obey, you [hall have 
10 right, ſhall not be juſtified ; than 


to fay,, Turn from fin to God, re- 
pent, belicve, obey, and you fhall 


1ave right to falvation. For ſuch a 
iveech as the firſt, inſtead of being 
: more noble free promiſe, 15 non- 
!enſe, 15 untruth, and a contradiction 
:n the very words : It is to ſay and 
:nfay; 1t is to ſay , All ſhall be e- 
qually influential into right, all ſhall 
ve Conditions , and yet they thal!

This is a Condition as much 
as any Condition, and as influential 
into right as any condition in the

And there- 
tore for any toſpcak thus, 1s weakly 
to lye ter God, pretending to keep 
up the honour of God's tree grace 
1n9antly thinking, that if God re- 
gui:re us to repent, return, or no 
mercy, then 1t 1s not freez then we 
merit our pardon; It is not of grace : 
eumrary to all Reaſon and Scripture, 

God hath made the Condition re- 
quired from us, as Jittle, as ſmall a 
matter as he thought would ſtand 
with his Honour. Witdom. and Go- 
vernment tn the World, and they 
that would make the conditions of 
Grace, Viercy, and Salvation through 
Chiiſt, leſs than God hath made 
them ( what ever good intention 
they have to honour God by it) do 
really diſhonour him as an unholy 


God ; ior God thought it would not 
ſtand 
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ſtand with the honour of his Holi- 
neſs, to accept unto favour and life 
any but they that ſhould return from 
jio unto God. Miniſters are to tell 
the whole terms , that mu May fit 
down and conſider the coft : and if 
men will be oftended, anc fay it is a

W hart ? hath God made jpromile 
to repentance, returnivg, {incere O- 
bedien e, Of Pardon.

And it any 
ſhould object, But you mult not 
expect Juſtification and Salvation to 
come by thele ; this would be to ſay, 
You mult think God unfaithtul, and 
his Promiſes nullities; and we are apt 
to be too diſtruſtful herein without 
bidding 3 or, but you muſt not think 
to merit by theſe things. Very true; 
but 1s it impoſſible to perform them 
for theſe ends, but we think to merit 
by them? Do they that fay , they 
may do the one act of Believing for 
Juſtification, think they merit Juſti- 
fication by it? 

Sure I am, that many that held 
theſe things notionally, did not hold 
them practically : tor many of the 
worthicſt men, both Prelates and o- 
thers, that ever Ezgland had, held 
theſe things notionally, yet ſoasto 
deny the conſequence 3 but never 
any good man held them practically, 
I mean except juſt in a ſudden fit of 


temptation. 


I ſhall now yet more fully make 
Out to you what this Goſpel-condi- 


tion 
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tion, the Covenant-terms of Juſtifi- 
cation and Salvation, and all other 
benefits by Chriſt are, ( tor they 
have all the ſame condition, every 
Covenant-benefit or any Covenant - 
benefit ) by reciting ſome of the 
moſt eminent Names the Goſpel- 
condition 1s called by 3 which 1s an 
ealie matter to do: and ſome may 
think 1t as well let alone, as need- 
leſs. But the thing I am ſpeaking of,

| ſhall not be grievous or burdenlome 
| to me; ana tor you , I think it fate 

and needful; :nd let the more 1n- 
telligent pardon my uling ſo many 
words, yea, and Tautoloptes, fince 1 
do it that the lowelt-parted may 
underſtand me, and doubt no more. 
T hac Condition which we are to 
be juitified and faved by, is called 
by many Names, which y<t always 
mean the fame thing tor ſubſtance. 

1- It is called Knowledg, By his 164.5211, 

knowledg ſhall my righteous ſervant 
Juſtiſie mary. Rnowledg here 1s taken 
OUs 
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objectively, not ſubjectively, viz. 
for our knowledg of Chrilt, not his 
knowledg whereby he knows. So, 
This is life eternal (i.e. the conditi- 
on of lite ) to know thee and thy Son; 
but 1t meaneth alſo, Love, Bclieve, 
Obey, and carry ſuitably to ſuch 
Knowledg. 

2. The Goſfpel-condition is cal- 
led Confeflion. If we confeſs, he 3s 
faithful and juſt to forgive us 2 Sy 
So, it any man ſay, 7 have ſtunned and 
perverted that which is right, it pro- 
fiteth me not, he wi! deliver his foul, 
Rut the me -aning is, $7 cetera fins pa- 
ria. Contels fo. 510 torfake. obcy, 
&c. Elſcif God meant no more. by 
theſe Promiſes we thould have right; 
and he would be unfaithtul in de- 
nying us polleſſion, though we for- 
ſake not our fins. 

3, Sometime It 1s called Faith. Th? 
righteouſneſs of Faith ſpeaketh on this 
wiſez that is, the Gotpel, the Law of 
Faith, in oppolition to the Cove- 
nant of Works. If thou confeſs with 
thy mouth, and believe in thy heart, 
that God hath raiſed him from the 

dead. 
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dead, thou ſhalt be ſaved \W hat doth. 
he mean no more than you mult be- 
lieve Chriſt is riſen? Nay, you mulr 
believe he is aſcended into Heaven 
alſo; yea, and believe the whole Go- 
ſpel. and obey and carry ſuitably to 
the Goſpel alſo: The Gotpe]-con- 
dition, which 1s a ſincere endeavour 
according to the beſt of uur know- 
ledg, to perform the whole duty or 
man. 1s frequently called by the name 
of Bclieving, inthe New Teſtament; 
becauſe it was the great bulineſs at 
that time, to perſwade the Jews and 
Gentiles that Chriſt was the Meſlian, 
and that he roſc again. T here were 
new Articles now added to the old 
ones, new Conditions to the old. 
They take it for granted vs a thing 
known , that they were to repent 
and obey, that they knew the duty 
of repentance toward God. Butthts 
was the great difhcult Doctrine... ts 
perſwade them there was a neccility 
of Faith in the Lord jctus, and to 
believe his death and refurrection. 
Try the ſpirits , for many falſe PP” ne 6s 
Phets are ron ont ints the world? and 2,4. 
| C1VES 
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gives this as a trial of the Prophets), 
every ſpirit that confeſſeth that Jeſus 
Chriſt 3s come in the fleſh, is of God : 
but he that confeſſeth it not, is not of 
God. We may take this as a proba- 
ble interpretation of the place. He 
takes it for granted, that they knew, 
they that taught wickedneſs and ido- 
latry were not of God , whatever 
conteſiion they made of Chriſt. But 
his meaning may bez If any coming 
as a Prophet, ſeeming to be a man 
teaching Holinels 5 he 15 not of God, 
it he deny Chriſt come in the fleſh : 
but if he add to other ſuch virtues, 
Faith in the Lord Jeſus, he is of 
God. You may ealily apply it to the 
-aſe in hand. And whatever inter- 
pretation elſe you will give of this, 
as confeſſing Chriſt in time of trial; 
vet It muſt be meant, ard teach ſuz- 
zably to ſuch confeſſcron. What do you 
think the wicked Jews meant, when 
they ſaid, IF we let this maz alone.all 


. zen will bilieve on him What did 


they mean, ſome one act, and that 
one act that many now hold to be 


enly neceſſary to ſalvation , though 
not 
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not agreed ordinarily what 1t ts? 
Surely they meant. They will be- 
lieve he is the Meſſiah , and fo love 
him, obey him, ſtick to him. If one 
bid you believe in ſuch a Phyſici- 
an, truſt in him, and he will cure 
you ; cannot you ealily underſtand 
he means alſo, Take his Count], 
tollow his direGtions , by believing 
in him ?

black and fad thoughts, and think 
you are. not: and, you may pray 
with encouragement, Keep this i the 
thoughts of our heart for ever, and 
confirm our hearts unto thee; and 
God will keep thoſe that thus com- 
mit themſelves unto him. But yet 
this 1s true, if you ſhould fall utter- 
ly away. this Law of Grace would 
ceaſe to juſtifle you, becauſe you 
withdraw this conſent ., and ſo ceaſe 
to have the condition of it; and 
the reaſon why we do not lofe Ju- 
ſtification, and right to Salvation, 1s, 
Becauſe God keepeth his fear in our 
hearts, leſt we ſhould draw back, and 
his ſoul have no pleaſure in us. Do not 
ſay, This is not to be iuppoſed ; for 
you ought to put ſuch ſuppeſitions 
to your ſelves: viz. It Iiſhould now 
leave off to be wiſe, and to do good, 
I ſhould periſh. For what elſe doth 
God threaten? for. If the righteous 
Jorſake his riehteou(neſs, he ſhall dye. 
As a man that never maketh this Sup- 
polition, [ If Chriſt nad not died, TI 
had periſhed: or , It God had not

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Grace or Act whatſoever of Juſtt- 


fication, Salvation, Pardon; there 1t 
implicth the whole Goſpel-condit- 
on, and all Graces eflential to Chr1- 
ſtianity. It muſt be underltood, ce- 
teris paribus. it other things anſwer 
thereto. And this I can prove evi- 
dently to you by this argument 3 
elſe a man would have right by the 
Promiſe upon his Confeſling, though 
he did not forſake; and, by belic- 
ving that Chriſt is riſen from the 
dead, though he ſhould refuſe to o- 
bey the Goſpel; and God would be 
unfaithtul in denying him the things 
promiſed. It you promife a Vintner 
ſo much money to fend you ſuch a 
Butt that frands in his Cellar, and 
he ſends you the empty Veſlel; if 
you can aflure me that you are not 
by truth and promiſe bound to pay 
him, then I am equally fure, that you 
meant the Vellcl and the Wine allo: 
you ſpake Syrecdochically. 
Methinks 1 may ſay as the Town- 
Clark of Fphelus once did, wito great- 
er reaſon than he. Theſe things are 
&vavllecile , toings that ClHHIE be fpe- 
ken agairje, - = OzJeGbs 
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ObjeF. Is not this, working for 
Juſtification , or Righteouſneſs ? Is 
there no danger in {ceking to be ju- 
{titted and ſaved by works ? 


Anſ. No danger at all inthis ſenſe; 
and yet great danger in another 
ſenſe: but it 1s ſo far from being 
dangerous in this ſenſe, that it 1s 1n- 
diſpenſably necceflary to ſalvation : 
They enly ſhall be bleſſed that keep bis 
Commanements, 1n Golpel-tincerity, 
that they may Pave richi 1o the tree 
of life 5 that os: that chcy may be ju- 
Itiitcd. And | dare confidently ſay, 
that never any did fincercly obcy

dience to the Moral Law ( which 
they commonly interpreted as reach- 
ing only to the outward act) either to 
be pcrtect, or ſo little detective, that 
the great meritoriouſneſs of being 
Abrahbanrs Seed, and circumciſed: and 
their i{trict oblervance of the Cere- 
monial Law, and other Traditions 
never commanded , would make up 
what wanted: And their Bighte- 
oulzeſls being compleat cf it telt, 
their Jultiiication weuld be of cue 
Gebt from the old Law. through Ju- 
ite; anc not of ParZon and Grace 

thioup 
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through a Propitiation. And ſo too 
many among us look upon ther 
good works as meritoriousz though 
they be ſinners, and know 1t, yet 
they think the good works of Alms, 
and other things, which they look 
upon as no duties, will fatisfie for 
thoſe fins; and think God would 
do them wrong, if he do not for 
their good deeds pardon their evil 
deeds; think their good works are 
very good, and deſerving much from 
God; and their evil not very evil ; 
and ſo God would be very hard, 
yea, unjuſt, it he ſhould condemn 
them. It this was true, then no 
need of Chriſt, he then dyed in 
vain; then ſalvation would be of 
debt from natural Juſtice , from the 
old Law. and nut of Grace, and 
Mercy, and Pardon through Chriſt. 
Will any dare to fay, If what I 
have ſpoken be true, that he will 
DParcon none but repenting, return- 
ing, believing finners, that it !s not 
o&t Pardon, Mercy, Grace, but of 
acbt from the old Covenant, which 
allows no Pardoa ?

1. Suppoſe the Accuſation be, We 
are ſinners, have oitended God, de- 
ſerved wrath, broken the fiſt Cove- 
nant, the Law of Warks: and un- 
der this are comprehended fins a- 
gainſt the Goſpel 3 for they are ſins 
again{t the Moral Law, which Chriſt 
hath ſatisfied for all the breaches of, 
that ever were or ſhall be. For the 
Original Law of Nature is this, Keep 
all ay Commandments which I have 
or ſhall reveal to thee any way what- 


foewer, whether by Nature, or any 0- 


ther way of making my will knows 
( the eating of the forbidden truirt 
was againſt this Mora! Law, though 
immediately again{l a particular Re- 
velation ) or thou ſhalt dze. Now it 
this be the Acculation . thou art a 
finncr, haſt duterved death. tranſ- 
oretled the Law, retuſed Chriſt and 
the Guſpcl a long time:z yea, and 
haſt notoriouily {t2ncd hLnce conver-

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fon. Here nothing will juſtifie, no- 
thing will anſwer this Accuſation, 
but this : Chriſt hath dyed, fatisfhed; 
God hath ſer him forth to be a Pro- 
pitiation. It woulda be improper and 
vain here to plead, We have repent- 
ed, believed : for thou art a curſed 
Creature, and there is no blood or 
ſatisfaction in theſe; thou wilt rather 
be damned for thy failings in theſe; 
they are imperfeCt at beſt , and how- 
ever cannot buy off thy former ſins, 
Here we muſt plead nothing in our 
{clves to this Accuſation : nay , we 
muſt confeſs we have nothing in our 
{elves to jultifie us againſt this Accu- 
ſation of being ſinners , deſervin 
wrath. That that muſt anſwer this 
Accuſation, is altogether without us.

o plead here, Chriſt hath dyed, 
wo made fatisfaCction to the Lawz 
when the Charge, the Accuſation 1s, 
Thou haſt no intereſt in him. and 
his death, and the purchaſed bene- 
fits. And it would be falſe and ridi- 
culous to plead what they that falfly 
are called the only Preachers of Free- 
grace would have you plead, wiz. 
That Chriſt hath repented for thee, 
performed the Goſpel-conditions 
for thee. Here you may and muſt 
plead ſoumething 1n your ſelves, even 
the performance ot the Goſpel-con- 
dition. You muſt not confeſs you 
have rcothing to plead, except vou 
have not; and then I would ſay, Are 
you mad wiltully to refuſe Chriſt? 
I know, men may think they have 
not, and yet have this condition; 
and then God knows , there 15 this 
200d thing in the em toward God and 
Chriſt , thouch they think no ſc; 
and fo they are juittfie d, and know 
not, But ir you 1. ay, [ have noting 
in mc to anf cr Linits Acculation, and 
{ay rue, 489 Contin'e In this eſtate; 
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you will be condemned upon this 
Accuſation at the laſt day, when 
judged according to the Goſpel, and 
are at preſent under condemnation 
in law. 

But it you be fincere Chriſtians, 
and in ſome comfortable meaſure 
know it, you may in this ſenſe of 
joyce in your ſelves ; you may ſay, I 
have proved my own work, and fo 
have joy in my ſelf, and not in ano- 
ther.

for Chriſt did not bargain, that the 
curſe ſhould in every part be taken 
off immediately upon their belie- 
ving.

God 
tuld Moſes, he had pardoned the 7/- 
raelites ( that 1s, fo as not to cut

be fi pnagh 7 i116 the glory of the Lord, 
their Car cs Soull ou il 10 the witder-

to the honour of God's Tuſtice, to 
leave lome C1Cps of thx curſe upon 
us in this lite 5 and we o::ghttotike 
notice of his rigi:tcouſnels, as well 
as MErcy In atii:ing us.

ſpeak fo little. All that I ſhall ſay cf 
this D;fticuity . ſhall bein anſwer ta 
this following Objection,

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objeF. Is not the Condition it 
{cif of Juſtification and Salvation, 
and the working the Condition it 
ſelf, the fruit and effe& or Chrilt's 
Death ? 


Anſ. 1 ſhall endeavour to ſhew 
you how it 1s, and how 1t is not, 
in theſe Propoſitions. 

1. The death of Chriſt foreſeen, 
undertaken, or underpone, as a Pro- 
pitiation, Expiation, Sati>faCltion,was 
only for ſin, and to for pardon of 
ſin, that God might with ſatety to 
his Juſtice not execute the penalty, 
but might ſhew kindaets and tavour 
to offenders, notwithſtanding the 
Threat; and therefore, as a Satisfa- 
ction , with this kind of cauſality. 
cauſcth no more 3 and then it being 
agreed between the Father and Son, 
that only Belicvers ( 1n the Scrip- 
ture-ſenfe) ſhould have the benetit 
of it for talvationz We can only 
lay (ſcrtting altde the comtortabie 
reprieval, and the objective evi- 
dcnce, and vhatever other common 


helps 
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helps and aſliſtances of the Spirit 
there are which were necclilary in 
order to trial ), He gave hjs Son (and 
Chriſt, himſelf ) that whoſoever repent- 
ed, believed on him, ſhould not periſh, 
but have eternal life. 

2. This death and fatisfaftion,and 
the benefit of them offered to fin- 
ners on theſe terms. are as a moral 
cauſe in their own nature influential 
to work the Condition , Faith and 
Repentance, The death of Chriſt 
( this promiſe being made with it) 
is an object, aptum natum, a thing 
objectively, naturally influential to 
work this effeft; and ſo being the 
cauſe cf this cauſe of Faith, it 1s the 
cauſe of the thing cauſed : for,there 
would have been no foundation of 
Religion and turning to God, but for 
God's being made fo far pacined, as 
to accept finncrs on theſe terms,and 
make it known to men. But this is 
nothing fingular, but common to all 
that enjoy the Goſpel ; and it means 
no more but this, It would have this 
chit It men Gig thcir duty, and im- 
Prove It a-rinht 
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3. The working the Condition, 
the making the Goſpel actually ef- 
hcacious ror the working the Con- 
dttion, is to be'afſcribed to Gud's De- 
Cree, and his execution thereof, as 
molt properly its effec 3 and ufeth 
therefore to be aſcribed tothe Fa- 
taer, rather than the Son. Take this 
account of it. A foundation being 
laid ( or foreſeen as laid) in the 
blood of Chriſt, that God might, 
with ſafety ro his Honour and Ju- 
ſtice, return into favour with lin- 
ners; and that he could as Rector 
( and fo would ) pardon repenting 
returning ſinners; and that this was 
all he could do as ReQor, with Ho- 
nour and juſtice ; he could deſcend 
no lower than to make this Law of 
Grace, this a&t of Oblivion, He that 
repentcth, belicueth. RY ſhall be 


ſwveds and he mult be true to his 


own Laws; it would not ſtand with 
his Honour to pardon any but upon 
theſe terms ; Now thee things, and 
this Law being forcleen, and _ 

fore-iccing that all men would 
porilh by retutizg Chriilt, rejecting 
Mercy, 
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Mercy , through the wilful choſen 

wickedneſs of their own hearts,not- 

withſtanding the death of Chriſt for 

them, and the objetive-evidence of 

the Goſpel : He doth this other act 

I am now ſpeaking of, as Domings, 

Lord Proprietary.

I look upon this Ele&ion which 1s 
aſcribed to the Father. as the foun- 
dation of the firſt difference, of one 
difte:ing from another: For, as be- 

Ing regenerate, converted, maketh 
a difference, maketh men acually 
choice men , executively cleft men, 


differ- 
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differing men (the righteous is more 
excellent than his neighbour ): So 
this Decree, to give ſuch men grace, 
to convert them, 1s the foundation of 
this firſt difference 3 as having the 
condition of the Promiſe, maketh 
the firſt difference. ſo the Decree to 
work it is the firſt foundation of 
It. 

This is that the Apoſtle ſpeaketh 
of as a depth to be admired, that 
God ſhould condemn men. or de- 
cree to condemn men for their {1n, 
that reje&t Chriſt and Grace ; this 
he doth not wonder at ; he could, 
and we can give ſufficient reaſon for 
that; neither doth he wonder that 
God ihould ſave or decree to ſave 
by Chriſt thoſe that repent and be- 
lieve, and not others ; there 1s a con- 
gruity In the thing. a Satisfaction, 
being that he may do 1t with Ho- 
Nour ; Bur, that when all would have 
rejected Chriſt and Mercy. that he 
ſhould harden ſome. that 1s, leave 
rhem to the hardneſs of their own 
hearts, and ſoften others, make ſome 


event, believe. that would have 
refuſes 
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refuſed grace, this was his wonder, 
and the thing unaccountable to the 
Apoſtle; and fo iris tous. 
Theſe are ſaid to be drawn by 
the Father, and given to Chriſt by 
the Father; and this of drawing 
men to Chriſt, making them to ac- 
cept Chriſt, is aſcribed, you ſee, ra- 
ther to the Father than the Son, AZ 
that the Father giveth me, ſhall comeJoh.6.37. 
unto me; and him that cometh unto 
21e. I will in no wiſe caſt offi, and I 
will raiſe him up at the laſt day. He 
ſeemeth io refer to that gzving men- 
tioned, Askh of me, and I will give 
thee the Heathew for thine Inheri- 
tance - thats, I will make that Chriſt 
{hall be their Lord aqually ( bke 
that. 7ſa. 55.) and they ſubje& to 
his Laws actually. I will bring them 
to the obedience of Faith, which 
God doth 1n giving Faith and Re- 
pentance, in giving the firſt Grace, 
in working in them the condition of 
the Covenant, which is the fruit of 
Ele&tion: for this giving cannot be 
meant of thoſe that are actually Be- 
[1evers, or fore-ſeen and looked on 


as

as ſuch by him; for he ſaith, hey 
ſhall come unto me, ſhall believe on 
me: and this belief and coming is 
named as the cffe&t of God's giving 
men to Chriſt ; and fo the giving is 
antecedent to the com7ng 1n ail con- 
ſideration. So Ver. 44. No man can 
come unto meexcept the Father which 
hath ſent me draw him. Ver. 45, It 
is writtez, They ſhall all be taught of 
God - every man thereſore that hath 
heard and learned of the Father con- 
eth unto me. Ver. 55. No man cas 
come unto me, except it be given hing 
of my Father : This he ſaid, know- 
ing that there were ſome that belic- 
ved not. Such is the wilful wicked - 
neſs of the world, that all would 
reject Chriſt ; yea, and they cannot 
do otherwiſe in ſome ſ:nſe, though 
they can in annther ſ-nſe ({ which 
ſenſes I could make plain to you,but 
it would take up roo mich time,and 

* betoolarge a digrefiion), fo that the 
working the Convitton, the ficlt 
Grace, the fir{t difference 1s to _ 2 
alctibed to Election.

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4. Though the common ſaying 
is, That Chriſt's death merited no 
Volitions , no Decrees; ana ſo his 
fore-fſeen death merned not , that 
God ſhould will ſuch and ſuch things; 
and the moſt build much upon A- 
quings his ſaying, Dews vult hoc prop- 
ter hoc, ſed non propter hoc wult hoc 3, 
meaning there are reaſons and mo- 
tives, cauſes of the things willed. but 
not of the willing of thoſe: things : 
yet I look upon this ſaying as meer 
words, and void of truth; and we 
ought to have other conceptions, or 
elſe we fhall have conceptions un- 
worthy of God. Yet many go in 
iuch a method in ſpeaking ot Gad's 
Decrees, that they make this ſuch a 
main Pillar of their Fabrick , that 
tor one to hold that God's love or 


Pity, or man's miſery, was any mo- 


tive to God to ſend his Son to dye 
( which God forbid any ſhould de- 
ny ) would deſtroy their whole me- 
thud: for, it is impoſſible that auy 
thing ſhould be. or be conſidered, as, 
ratio rei volite, a reaſon of the thing 
willed; but it muſt be, and muſt be 
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conlidered , as, ratio aF us wvolunta-® 
7z5., as the reaſon of the willing : 
For, a reaſon or motive 1s effenti- 
ally a motive to the will of the 
principal Agent: for, what can it 
poſtibly be conceived to move, but 
the Will? Can it be a Motive, and 
move nothing? or, can it be actually 
a prevalling-reaſon, and not prevall 
with the Will? What ever Goddoth 
In tim- for the Merits of Chriſt, he 
decreed and willed from eternity to 
do it in time tor the Merits of 
Chriſt: tor, whatſoever God doth 
now in time for any end whatſoe- 
Ver. or upon any motive whatſoever, 
he decreed and willed for that end, 
and upon that motive, from eternity 
to doit. It Godin time created rain 
to make the earth fruitful, then the 
realon why he decreed and willed 
to cauſe rain , was, that the earth 
might be truitful. And for us to con- 
ccive otherwiſe of God, would be 
for us to conceive him to act 1rra- 
tion9ilz, as willing things for no end); 
aug Would put altop to all admira- 
tion of the wiſdom of God 1ccen in 

his 
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Chiilts Satisfaction, 
his Providence; and therefore; fuch 
a conception of him would be of- 
fenſive to him: for we ought to 
conceive of him in the moſt hanou- 
rable way weare able; and that is 
the molt pleaſing to Him, who is 
above our beſt conceptions. If he 
condemn men in time for their re- 
fuſal of Chriſt, then he decreed to 
condemn them becauſe he forefaw 
that they would refuſe Chriſt : If he 
ſave none, juſtifie none in time, but 
for their believing ; then he willed 
and decreed from eternity to ſave 
none ( with any decree or violence, 
that we are to conceive of, as di- 
ſtint from his Will or Decree, to 
work the Condition in men, that 
they might be juſtified and ſaved ) 
but thoſe he foreſaw ſhould believe. 


 Andit ſeems plain ,, that as he abſo- 


lutely and without condition juſtt- 
fieth and ſaveth none; fo neither 
did he abſolutely, and without con- 
dition, decree to juftitie and fave 
any. But God foreſeeing whar an 
order and concatenation of things 
he would make, and was bound in 
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Honour to make, notwithſtanding 
Chriſt's death; As in time, without 
Condition, ( though not without 
means) He worketh Faith and Re- 
pentance, worketh the Condition in 
the Ele&, that they may be jultifi- 
ed and ſaved by Chriſt : So he wil- 
led and decreed abſolutely, and 
without condition, to work the 
condition , the firſt Grace, that they 
might be juſtihed and ſaved by 
Chrit. 

£. Though Chriſt's death as a ſa- 
tisfaftion, explation, was the cauſe of 
no more to vs than this, I hat, if 
we repent and believe, we ſhal] be 
juſtihed and favedg Satisiaction and 
Proniriation buing only for fin: yet, 
conſider) this ſuffering of Chriſt, 
as a hizhly 1 ]cafing meritorious act, as 
a wurthy voluntaty undertaking for 
the Honoi of God. we may fay,Chriſt 
did merit that God ſhould give this 
Faith, work this Condition, and keep 
it 1n the Eject: for all would, not- 
withſtanding this ({ and the ealte rea- 
fonable terms made of their intereſt 
11 1t) through their own wiltul wick- 
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edneſs, have periſhea z and he deſer- 
ved that his blood ſhould not thus 
far be loſt, as water ſpilt on the 
ground; but that he ſhould have 
ſome fruit of the travel of his foul, 
in ſecing a Seed, actua'ly to honour, 
venerate. and adore their Redeemer. 
Though | muſt {:y, for the honour 
of our Redeemer in this great af- 
fair, He will have ſome reward in 
thoſe that periſh, in that he did a 
wonderful kindneſs tor them, 1t be- 
ig only through thetr &wo choſen 
re:ulal , that they has no beachi by 
it. His Goodneſs ani Grace is not 
theretore no Grace. becauſe men re- 
ject it. And to do a good and gra- 
Clous act, 1s a reward and futisfa- 
Ction in it felf, And you may as 
well maintain, That, except God 
be ignorant, and know not that men 
will reject his me:cy. he cannot be 
righteous and jutt in puniſhing them 
for it: which 1s contrary to the 
knowledg of the whole world; as 
to ſay, Except God be ignorant, 
and know not that they will through 
their wicked wiltulaeſs refuſe his 

O 3 Mercy, 
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Mercy, his Grace and Mercy is no 
Grace and Mercy. If one of you 
take a long, tedious, and hazzardous 
journey, to diſlwade your friend 
trom ſomething you hear he deſigns 
to do, which you know will undo 
him, though he wilfully perſiſt, and 
will not be perſwaded by you, and 
ſo is undone by it ; yet he is bound 
to thank you all his life after, and 
your kindneſs ceaſeth not to be kind- 
neſs 3 and you have this ſatisfation 
and reward, You did a kind act, 
though he reap no benefit. And 
ſuppoſe you might have prevailed 
with him, if you had there ſtayed 
longer with him, and taken more 
pains; yet your kindneſs ceafeth not 
to be a kindneſs becauſe you did no 
greater kindneſs; fince that which 
you did, would have been enough, 
bad it not been for his wilful obſti- 
nacy : And his after-ruing of his own 
{tolly., bears a loud teſtimony to, and 
tends to the honour of your kind- 
ncls, Oh that I had hearkened to 
my Friend! How have I hated 1n- 
{rrucition, and would not incline mine 
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ear to him that inſtructed me? They 
in Hell, if they would and could do 
as befits them, or as Chriſt hath de- 
ſerved from them, would ſpend time 
as well in admiring the love of God, 
and the Redeemer, in this wonderful 
once offered and urged Kindnels, as 
in ruing that they loſt it through 
their own choſen wilful madneſs. 
Some go on ſuch grounds in ſpeak- 
ing of theſe things, that (holding to 
their way ) they muſt neceſfarily de- 
ny that finners in Hell will ever rue, 
and befool themſclves for their loſs 
of ſalvation by Chriſt : But if any 
will hold ſo much power in man to 
receive Chriſt, as that they will rue 
it as their madneſs, and folly. and lin, 
to reje& him, and periſh by ſo doing; 
I can from that demonſtrate ( as 
clearly as I can do any thing ) that 
this I now ſpeak in this digreſſion 
inevitably follows. Let me but ask 
ou this, Was there no cauſe for 4- 
dam ( when faln from the benefit ) 
to thank God for making that pro- 
miſe , Obey and Live; when as God 
might have annihilated him, not- 
O 4 withſtand- 
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withſtanding his qbedjence, had it 
not been tor that promiſe? And do 
you never thank God for it, though 
God knew he would fall? But to 
return : As Chriſt's ſufferings did not 
2s an explation or ſatisfattion. but as 
a highly meritorious att, deſerve or 
obtain, that God ſhould give greater 
things to thoſe that believe, than 4- 
dam loft , for the honour of the Re- 
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Redemption : fo, he did deferve.that 
God ſhauld cauſe ſome to believe 5 
and fo from eternity his death, fore- 
ſecn or undertaken, was a caule, a 
meritorious caule or motive why 
God would, that is, decreed, to make 
ſome, and ſo, tnough more remotely, 
{uch particular perſons, the Elect, to 
accept offered mercy and Chriſt, 
which they would outherwiſe (as 0- 
thers) have rejected. Some call this, 
the Covenant of Redemption; but 
it is an immanent act, and trom eter- 
nity, and an clicite ati of the willz 

::nd therefore 1s properly a De- 
-ree , and belongeth to the Will 
4 Purpoſe, and not to his Legifla- 
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Chriſts Satisfaction, 
tive Will, his Reqoral Will. Me- 
thinks you may ſee hence, how It 
cometh to paſs that we ſometimes 
read of Chriſt's dying for the world; 
and in other places. that he laid down 
his lite for his ſheep; ſometime, 14ſt - 
ed death for every man, dyed tor all; 
ſometime again, gave himſelf for the 


Church; in one place, a Saviour of 


the Body; in another, a Saviour of the 
worid, He dyed for the Flett and 
World both, ſo far, that whoſoever 


ſhould believe on him, ſhould not periſh; 


but for the Ele&, as they which 
were much 1n his eye, bcing thoſe 
who certainly ſhould believe. and 
ſo be actually ſaved. T hough God 
and Chriſt dzd, as one laith , ggque 
intend this ſatisfaction. a propittati- 
on conditionally applicable twevery 
one; yet hedid nct,ex £quo. as fully 


intend it for to be actually applicd 
to every man. There 15 much of 


truth in thar frequently cited pal- 
lage of Ambroſe , Coriſizs Þiſ/us ft 
pro omnibys, pro nobis tamen jpecia- 
liter palſus eſt Like that, a Saviour 
of all men, eſpecially of ther that be- 
tieve, Wl! 
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Will any dare to fay, Here is no- 
thing of grace or kindneſs to the 
World ? Joh. 3.16. He ſo loved the 
world. that he gave his only begotten 
Son, that whoſoever believeth in him 
ſhould not periſh, but have everlaſt- 
ing life. V. 17. For God ſent not his 
Son into the world to condemn the 
world, but that the world through him 
might be ſaved. Cannot you lee plain- 
ly here what is meant by the World, 
and that his firſt coming was to ſave 
It, though his ſccond will beto take 
a ſevere account? V. 18, He that 
believeth on him. is not condemned; 
but be that believeth not , is condem- 
ed already, becauſe he believeth not. 
Can you lay, a lick man dyed, be- 
cauſe he took not ſuch a Medicine; 
when, if he had taken it, it would 
not have cured him? You cannot fay. 
the Devils continue to be condemn- 
ed, becauſe they reje& Chriſt; be- 
cauſe, if they ſhould accept him, 
they would ſtill periſh; for there 
was no fatisfattion made for them : 
And may not the ſame be ſaid of them 
that periſh, if no ſatisfaction be 
made 
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made for them ? So John 12.47. If 
any man bear my words, and believe 
zot ( lurely you will ſay this 1s meant 
of a non-ele& man) TI judg hint not 
for I came not into the world to con- 
demn the world, but toſave the world. 
Which reaſon would have no fhew 
of reaſon, except Chriſt came to ſave 
that man, except he be one of that 
World he came to ſave. If EleGion 
and Redemption were of the ſame 
latitude and ſtri&neſs, you might as 
well ſay to finners, Repent, for 
you are elected, for you are fore- 
known in the Scripture-ſenſe, for 
you are given to Chriſt by the Fa- 
ther, in that ſpecial ſenſe; as, Re- 
pent, for you are redeemed, Chriſt 
dyed for you ; you are bought with 
a price: therefore glorifie God with 
your bodies and ſpirits, which are his - 
But the Apoſtle would not venture 
to ſpeak thus, You are clected; 
therefore repent, glorifie God : tor 
he ſhould have ſpoken what he knew 

not to to be true. | 
I will fay no more but this here: 
Whether 1s it a more likely way to 
lay 
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Jay a foundation for Religion 1n the 
World. to encourage and draw mens 
hearts to repent, return, to tell them 
Chriſt hath dyed for you, and hath 
obtained this of the Father for you, 
That It you return, you (hall live, 
notwithſtanding all your tormer fins; 
or, to ſay, Repent, return: tor, for 
any thing: you know , Chriſt hath 
dyed for you; for any thing you 
know. he hath obtained this trom 
God, Thar i; you turn, you ſhall 
live; though it is ten to one he hath 
not: or however, we cannot tell 
whether he hath or no. And it he 
hath not. then as this is true, that if 
the Devils ſhould repent and return, 
they ſhould yet periſh, becauſe no 
Satisfaction was made for them; ſo 
if you ſhould repent and believe, 
you ſhould yet periſh, becauſe no 
Satisfaction made for you. 
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Application. 


Rom all that hath been ſpoken, 
we may learn theſe things : 


Uſe x. This informeth us, That 
God could not in Juſtice, without 
a Satisfaction, pardon our fins. I 
know ſuch moral things confiſt not 
in a point; I dare not therefore ſay, 
He could not pardon the leaſt of- 
fence without a Satisfaction, or ſuch 
a great Satisfaction : It is enough to 
ſay, He could not pardon ſuch and 
{o great ſins as ours and the worlds, 
upon repentance , Without Satisfa- 
Ction, Many men of renown of late 
days, have 1n this roo much ſymbo- 
Iized withSoczzxs,and have maintain» 
ed that God could, if he had fo plea» 
(ed. have pardoned the world, and 
received them on the Goſpel-terms 
into favour, without a Satisfaction :; 
and that the death of Chriſt was 
from the Will of God, andnot from 

hs 
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his Juftice 3 and ſome of the Anci- 
ents have thus ſpoken. Now to 
prove, that we muſt not conceive 
his punithing- Juſtice as mecrly a free 
act of his Will and Wiſdom; that 
he might as well do otherwiſe, but 
as a virtue or rectitude inherent in 
bis nature. Let theſe things be con- 
ſidered. 

1. Expreſs Scripture, Hab. 1.13.

evil; that is, without being angry at 


It, without puniſhing it. Now what 
can be meant by the purity of his 
eyes, but the holineſs, juſtice, and 
TIghteouſneſs of his Nature, Pſal.11.5- 
The wicked his ſoul hateth, Ver.s. For 
the righteous Lord loveth righteouf- 
eſs; not mcerly becauſe he will. 
Joſh. 24.19. He will not forgive your 
dreſpaſſes., for he is a jealous God, 

2. A. man cannot imagine Cod 
Indiffterent , or almoſt inditterent, 
whether he puniſh or pardon fin- 
ners; but in fo doing he fancies him 
very little abhorring tin, very 1ndit- 
:crent whether men obey or diſobey; 
which is co have more unworthy 

thoughts 
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thoughts of him than we. have of 
ſome men. It is as neceſlary for us 
to conceive God to do that, which 
we cannot better conceive and ex- 
preſs, than by ſaying and conceiving, 
He crofled a ſtrong inclination , 1n 
not executing the Law upon Otien- 
ders themſelves, through a ſtronger 
inclination of love and pity toman, 
not to execute, but to provide and 
accept an offering ; as it is neceſſary 
for us to conceive of God, as one 
croſling a ſtrong inclination of af- 
feftion to his Son, in oftering up his 
dear Son. And whatever vain and 
bold diſputers may ſay to the con- 
trary, It is our duty ſo to conceive, 
and we pleaſe God in ſo concei- 
ving 3 and there is truth in the main 
in our conception, notwithſtanding 
the inadequateneſs of our Concep- 
tions : for, we ſhould have ſinful 
and falſe apprehenſions, if we ſhould 
concetve 1t was all one to God; and 
that it was altogether , or almoſt, 
indifferent to him, whether he pun- 
1(h the Offender himſelf. or no; 
or whether he offer up his Son or 
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noz or whether man periſh or 
0. 

3. Thevery Heatheits knew ſome- 
thing of the Natural Juſtice of God 
by the light of Nature. as we read 
Rom. 1.32, which could not be, if 
the deſerved Condemnation ( there 
mentioned ) came meerly from the 
free-will of God. and not from his 


nature: for things of his Free-will 


can only be known by a Revela- 
tion of his Will, and not by Na- 
Lure, 

4. How can his Juſtice be demon- 
{trated ? By an aft which his Jultice 
requires not? What weakneſs would 
It be for a Prince to atfe& a name of 
ſuſtice and Righteouſneſs, in doing 
thoſe things he might indeed juſtly 
do, but to the doing of which he was 
10 way bound in Jultice and Ho- 
nour. If he could weil enough, and 
juitly and honourably enough, have 
pardoned offenders without , but 
choſe to [hew his Juſtice and ha- 
red of lin, in the death of his Son, 
1t would be to demonltrate and make 
aſhzw of ſomething that is not in 

reallity. 
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reallity. To affirmthis, would beto 
accuſe him of Pageantry.

fure he hath taken on him the go-

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his private Intereſt: But he may not 
juſtly Chowever, ordinarily ) forgive 
things which belong to his Office and 
Puty , incumbent on him as Gover- 
nour to puniſh, in vindictive Juſtice: 
for hereby he would be wanting in 
his duty, and alſo guilty of viola- 
ting the authority of his own Law 
and Rule, and of undoing of the 
Commonwealth by lenity and indul- 
TJeNce. 
| know, a Rector or Governour 
may in fome caſes diſpenſe with, and 
not execute his Law: For ſome- 
times Laws are unjuſtly made; ſome- 
time about low petty matters , that 
do not much concern the Common- 
weal to have them executed ; ſome- 
time it would tend to the deſtructi- 
on of the Community , to execute 
them, tliough not unwiſely made at 
artt; and ſometime he wants power 
to execute them, the offenders being 
OO NUMCTOUS, OT LOO Potent and fo 
it may be his duty to pardon and 
diipenric with the penalty without 
2ny more 34032 e.g, Saul Intentio« 
aally made a good Law, threatned 
dcath 
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death to any that ſhould eat before 
the evening , that he might obtain 
the greater conqueſt over his flying 
Encmics: Jon:thaw his Son trant- 
erefle-th it 3 Suxl reſolves to execute 
the Law: the peorle hinder him, 
an} r:ſcue Juynarhan 5 now Suu” could 
no: ex=<cute the Law for want of 
ſt.cnpth; for the people are che 
ſtrength oi the King. And there 
ſeemc:h to be much reafon in what 
Jonathan laid, Tr was an ill Law, 
a1d proved a hbinderance to the 
iliughrer of his enemics;z and in 
w:at the people plead. to wit. I hat 
he might well diſpence with this 
Law, as to Jonathan. becaule he had 
wrought with God that day a great 
{a]lvation. There was indeed ſuch a 
deed done by him that day , ſuch 
a high meritorious a&, as would a- 
mount to a partial, it not a total 
ſati>faction : So that it would not 
much weaken Government, encou- 
rage Offendors, take off tiom the 
repute of Saxu?s Rectoral Juſtice, 
to pardon one in ſuch a circum- 


ſtance. 
P 4. But 
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But a Recor cannot without in- 
Juſtice, ordinarily, and in weighty 
cauſes, diſpenſe with his Laws; fince 
it would be, To be wanting to his 
duty : and it would certainly tend 


to the debauching and ruin of the 


Community , by breaking the reins 
of Government, and encouraging 
Offenders. It 1s ordinarily as much 
the duty of the ſupream Magi- 
ſtrate, to execute good Laws, or 
fome way to keep them ſacred and 
honourable, as it is to make good 


Laws; for, both duties are built up- 


on the ſame foundation. Who will 
jay, That Parents may juſtly, law- 
fully, and honeſtly , caſt off all care 
of correcting their Children for their 
faults, and leave all things to their 
wills: This would be, not ſo much a 
parting with their right (as the Ob- 
jec:ion ſpeaks) as a cealing from, 
and being wanting in their duty and 
oftice; aud God's ReCtorſhip and 
Government, is to be conceived of 

Ly us, analogically to an Office. 
2. Hence learn the Excellency 
and Satistaftorinels of the Chriſtian 
Reli- 


Chriſts Satisfaction. | 
Religion, and our great felicity in 
living in theſe laſt days and ſhining- 
days of the Son of Man, wherein 
the Earth is, and hath been filled 
with the glory of the Grace and 
Mercy, and of the Juſtice and Ho- 
lineſs of God, in compariſon of tor- 
mer days. The Chriſtian Religion 
diſcovers plainly to us, that which 


the Heathens were fearfully be- 


wildred about. They had Convicti- 
ons of fin, and terrors and conſter- 
nations of mind for ſin, and fearful 
lookines for of judgment and fiery in» 
dignation: They knew, that they 
that did ſuchthings as they did were 
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worthy of death 3 they ſaw need of Rom.1.3r 


attoning God, need of an Expiati- 
on; and ſome of them ſaw, the blood 
of Bulls and Goats could not take 
away lin: Some offered ( not know- 
1ng what they did) the fruit of their 
body for the fin of their joul; when 
they might be -flying and hovering 
about ( in their meditations and en- 
quiries after theſe things) like No- 
als Dove, and find no reſt; We 
have this ſafe Ark of the Rightequſ- 

nels 
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neſs and Satisfaction of Chriſt diſco- 
vered and opened tous, where there 
is Reſt tor the ſole of the toot of our 
ſouls. When their ſoul drew ncar to 
the grave, and their life to the De- 
ſtroyer , they had none to tell them 
of ſuch a Righteouſneſs, ſuch a Run- 
ſome. 

The Heathens had indeed ſume 
obſcure wavering knowledg of this 
fundamental Article of RelJigion,the 
Remiſlion of fins; partly by Tradi- 
tion, which in ancient times was 
more conviacingz in after and cor- 
rupter days,more obſcure and doubt- 
ful : partly by the Law of Nature 
in the Book of Providence , ſceing 
the goodneſs and benigaity of God 
to them, notwithſtanding their great 
provocations, they might and did 
thence waveringly gather, Thar 
God was mc«rcitul , and would be 
found in mercy of them that did 
turn and feek him diligently. He 
left not himſelf without witneſs , 31: 
that he did them good, and gave 
them rain from Heaven , and fruit- 
ful ſeaſons, filling their hearts with 

food 
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food and gladneſs; and this was. that Acts 14.- 
they ſhorts jeek. the Lord,, if baphy gy, 17 
they might feel after him, and find 
him, But this knowledg was tio 
weakned by the conrrary arguments 
that militate againſt it, That that 
very deep apprehenlion of Godl!'s 
Holineſs and Juſtice, and thoſe very 
con(ternations of mind - for fins, 
which were likely to conduce, in 
working this repentance and refor- 
mation. would be very apt much to 
weaken, if not almoſt ro blut out 
this notion, That there was hope 
for them, and forgiveneſs with him 
that he might be ſerved and teared : 
That 1t is no wonder 1: It was 1n- 
effe&ual to work this change, and 
theſe diligent enquiries a'ter God, 
and that Salvation which they were 
not tuily ſure was attainavle; though 
yet it was their hainous {1n, and hight 
Irrationality and madncſs , not thus 
to {:ck him (though ro the undo- 
ing of thcmicives 1n this life ) up- 
on theſe provabilities and halft-pro- 
miſes [| if h.ply ] and | 7t may be if 
we turn we ſhall live ) and this will 

be 
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be their greateſt condemnation. It 
1s no wonder it never any did, ſin- 
cerely and thoroughly , turn trom 
fin to God amonglt them(tince Tra- 
dition was quite worn out, or ren- 
dred ſuſpicious and unconvincing) 
without fume ſupernatural Revela- 
tion, as by the Prophets and their 
Writings. I fay, fince Tradition loſt 
or corrupted : for, in Abraham'stime, 
Abraham thought it probable there 
might be fify righteous perſons in 
Sodom, though it proved indeed o- 
therwiſe; and he was better ac- 
quainted with the ſtate of thoſe times 
than we are at this diſtance. And 
to come to the Jews before Chriſt's 
time, that had the Oracles of God, 
and to whom the Lord ſent Meſſen- 
gers, riſing up betime, and ſending 
them, becauſe he had compaiſlion on 
them ſaying, Turn aud live. And,1F 
the wicked turn from his wickedneſs, 
and keep all my Commandments , he 
hall live. Yet 1t 1s next to an im- 
poſiibility , but that thoſe amongſt 
them that knew little or nothing of 


this great price or Satisfaction, that 
ſcarce 
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ſcarce underſtood any thing of their 
Propheſies, Types, and Sactfices; but 
that thoſe ſhould have muddied and 
fluctuating thoughts about this par- 
don of (in, when deeply convinced 
ot God's Holineſs and hatred of lin, 
and of the hainouſneſs of their ſins, 
how ir could ſtand with his Juſtice 
and Honour to give eternal life to 
ſuch unworthy wretches, upon their 
repentance and poor broken obedt- 
ence. Good hearts, ſenſible of God's 
Holineſs, and the hainouſnels of ſin, 
would be apt to ſay , Though he will 
pardon fin, yet it may be not ſuch 
great fins as ours. What unanſwera- 
ble Arguments» taken from God's 
Juſtice and Holineſs, might they 
ſeem to have againſtit! No wonder 
it they , that knew ſo little of this 
great Tranſaction, though ſincere 
ones, were all their lives ſubje& to 
bondage, through fear of death. No 
wonder if they were as Servants, 
and our condition the ſtate of Sons 
in compariſon of theirs; though the 
almoſt vitibly convincing knowledg 
they had of God, and his placable- 
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neſs and mercy, did previ} with 
them to periorm the Goſpe)-condi- 
tion, to be true Tſraelites hncets. (er- 
vants of God. Bleſſed be Go.. ihat 
hath revealed thoſe things to us. ihat 
were hid comparatively trom many 
wiſe, prudent, yea, and holy men! 
What helps bave we. which they 
wanted, to turn to God! What 
hclps to the love of God, and to all 
cheerful obedience! He ſo wondger- 
fully loving us firſt, even while un- 
2odly ; as we may clearly and with 
open face, comparatively to them, 
now ſee, Rom 5 3. God commendeth 
his love to us, in that while we were 


ſinners, and enemies, and ungodly, 


Chriſt died for us Andit fo, much 


more now when we are converted, 
and fo juſtified by his blood, we may 
eaſily believe, We ſhall be faved from 
wrath through him; for, then we 
have a Right by Promiſe. were I0. 
For, if when we were enemies, lj- 
ving in oppolition to Heaven; and 
{o he, as ReCtor , an Enemy to us: 
if then he found a ranſome , and we 


were then reconciled to God 1n the 
death

wy 
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death of his Son, quoad meritum, 10 
far as concerns the price, and the 
conditi,nal pardon made out there- 
ut on: much more being aQually re- 
conciled , as we are upon the per- 
forming the Goſpel-condition, we 


_ ſhall b+ ſaved by his living to Inter- 


cede for us. and to ſee we have the 
fruit of his Death, and our Faith, the 
ſalvation of our fouls, v.11. And 
not only ſo, but when thus convert- 
ed, we joy in God. as having now re- 
ceived the atonement. There was an 
atonement in his death before ; but 
now we have intereſt in it, having 
pertormed the Goſpel-condition,we 
areactually, and not cnly, qzoad me- 
ritur, juſtified by it. What madneſs 
Is In our hearts, if we refuſe to hear 
Him that hath thus convincingly 
ſpoken to us from Heaven? 0 fool-= 
iſh Galatians, who hath bewitched you, 
that you ſhould not obey the truth, be- 


fore whoſe eyes Jeſus Chriſt was evi- 


dently held out crucified amongit you? 
He means, by the Miniſtry of the 
Goſpel : for, Chriſt was crucified at 
Jeruſalem , and not at Galatia. And 

the 
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the ſame may by the ſame reaſon be 
urged on us. O fooliſh, yea more 
than fooliſh, even bewitched Crea- 
tures we. to do ſuch an unreaſona- 
ble thing, as to refuſe to obey the 
Golpel; even we, betore whole eyes 
Chriſt is evidently held forth cruci- 
hed. If we periſh. we may every 
one of us ſay with him in Terence, 
Et prudens, @& ſciens, vivus videnſq,; 
pereo , | periſh knowingly, and with 
my eyes open. We may ſay with 
the Apoſtle, God in times paſt ſuf- 
fered ( yet not altogether , but com- 
paratively , as the following words 
ihew) al! Nations to walk in their 
own ways., As 14. 16. yea, and the 
Fewiſh Nation in comparifon of us. 
And Gud { Atts 17. 30. ) negleded 
thoſe times of ienorance (as the words 
ſhould be trantlared ), but now com- 
m#ands, even with aimoſt compel- 
ling-evidence and power, all men 
every where, whereChriſtianity comes, 
to repent. | 

3. This informs us, That fallen 
man could never have fultlled the 
Law, or ſatisfied Juſtice for the 

breach 
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breach of it ; elſe Chriſt needed not 
to have died for'this end, That God 
might be juſt: for, God might then 
have been juſt , and the jultifier of 
faln man, after their good deeds, 
and ſufferings, or fatisfaftions, with- 
out Chriſt's death : whereas the A- 
poltle tells, AZ are concluded under 
fin; and, that therefore all that were 
or are juſtified, were, are, and ſhall 
be juſtified only this way, by the 
pardon of fin through this Propitia- 
tion, upon their Faith, Repentance, 
and new Obedience. To account 
our Reformations, Humiliations. 
_ Faith, Obedience. in the place of a 

Satisfaction, Expiation, tor our evil 
deeds, 1s to pervert the delignof the

How contradictory to this whole 
Doctrine is the avowed Popilh Te-

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riting etcrnal life by their works. 
I know they are all to pieces about 
this, as well as about other things 
t!cy ho1d it Herelie to deny. But 
did thele never hear or read them 
diſcourfing of their works of Su- 
per-erogation 5 that they can, not 
only merit, but fo over-merit, as to 
ſupererogate,and have much to ſpare 
for thoſe that need Merits? Many 
of them, as Bel/:rmine confelleth, 
ſpeak at a higher rate tor Merit 
than he himſelt 5 and yet this mo-. 
derate man 1s too Þigh of all con-

that is, There 1s the ſame account 
of Merit in the Head and in the 
Members; therefore as the Merits of 
Chriſt reccived their force or virtue 
from the Dignity of his Perſon, fo 
do the Merits of other juſt and holy 
men from the Dignity of their Per- 
ſons. Yet he allows the Merit of

ſhould ruſt in God, or ſtay himſelf 


on him for ſalvation. but ſuch as 
firſt have the main of the Goſpel- 
conditions ſuch as fear the Lord, 
and obey the voice of his Prophets, 
j{a.5c9. 19. It would be a Miniſter's 
iin to bid people rely on Chriſt for 
i1!vation, that are going on reſo]- 
vedly in their fins; tor ſuch ſhould 
bc to far from relying on him to fave 
tem, that they ought to believe He 
will not ſave ſuch as they 3 and it 15 
ro aihonour Chriſt to think he will. 
But they are to bid them conſent to 
the Gotpel-terms, peiform the Go- 
1;--1-condition , and ſo rely. Relt- 
ance is a very Inconvenient word to 
exprcis the condition of juſtificati- 
on by , becauſe it is ſeparable from 
;u{tification: for a man may rely,and 
yet periſh, Afich. 3.11. And one may 
be in a juſtified eſtate, having the 
:r1y2 Goſpel-condition of heart-con- 
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ſent, and yet think God will not ſave 
him, through ſome miſapprehenftons; 
And ſurely.they do not rely and t: uſt 
on him to fave them while they judg 
he will not, though they know none 
elſe can ſave them. But hearty-con- 


| ſent to the Guipel-terms. 1s inſepa- 


rable from juſtification : for, a man 
cannot be or continue in a juſtihed 
eſtate, without hearty willingneſs ta 
obey the Goſpel. Miniſters are to 
bid the greateſt reſolved ſinners be- 
lieve, while *hev take belief 1n the 
Scripture-Goſpel-ſenſe, for conſent 
to the Goſpel-terms, for accepting 
Chriſt for their Lord and Saviour, 
for believing the Goſpel, and car- 
rying ſuitably to ſuch a belief ; but 
not 1n that ſenſe that many uſe the 
words Faith and Believing. Chriſt, 
you fee, dyed not that thoſe might 
be juſtified that refuſe finally to give 
ſincere obedience to the Law. and 
ſo obedience to the Goſpel; but 
that he might be a juſtifier of him 
that is of the Faith of Chriſt , of 
the Chriſtian Faith, a Chriſtian 1n- 


deed. 
Q 4 5. We 
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5. We may learn hence, the 1n- 
finitely miſchievous nature of fin. 
What wickedneſs and malignity 18 
there in it , when nothing but the 
blood of Chriſt could expiate it? 
And, ch the deep ſtain that fin ma- 
keth, that nothing but ſuch prect- 
ous blood could waſh out! A de- 
ſperate Diſeaſe ſure, that required 
{uch a deſperate remedy ! The evil 
of ſin ſhould be more ſeen by us in 
Chriſt's dying for it, than in milli- 
ons being aamned for it. It wecould 
look into Hell, and ſee the torments 
there, they could not fo fully ſhew 
us God's hatred of lin, as Chriſt cru- 
cilicd doth. 

Sin ſtriketh at the Being of God, 
\irivcth with all its might that God 
might not bc; it is enmity againſ{tGod. 
Incvcory act of deliberate ſin we make 
a {coff at God's Holineſs, contemn 
lis Juſtice; we flignt his Counſel as 
tOoliihnels ; think we know better 
than he, what is good for our ſelves; 
or we. thialk God a decetver, one 
that cnvics our good , and counſel - 
Icth vs for our hurt we ſtrike at 

his 
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his Rule and Dominion. No won- 
der if God be an enemy to ſin, and 
ſet himſelf againſt it topurpoſe. No 
wonder, if God with great difficul- 
ty, and much ado, hath returned in- 
to favour with ſinners, What fools 
are they that make a mock of in, a 
ſport at ſin, at a high affront of the 
High and Holy Majeſty of Heaven 
and Earth | Will you laugh at that 
which was ſuch a weight on the ſhoul- 
ders of the Mighty God, and Prince 
of Peace. and mult be a bitter weight 
to thee in Repentance, ere thou get 
eaſement? Oh the blindneſs and pro- 
phaneneſs of the ſecure World! 
What a leight matter do they make 
of ſin! Make but little matter of 
outward groſs ſins; and look upon 
inward ſins, as Pride, Malice, Cove- 
touſneſs, as no fins. How ealily they 
think God might pardon, and won- 
der God ſhould make ſo much ado. 
think his thoughts ſhould be like 
theirs, and he ſhould hate it no 
more than they. How far are their 
thoughts from his thoughts ! 


Oh 
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Oh you that have flight thoughts 
of fin, as of a tame mild thing that 
hath no ſting, no great hurt 1n 1t; 
Let not my ſoul come into your ſe- 
crets, You do in your hearts blaſ- 
pheme this great and {tupendious 
tranſaction of Heaven,and that wor- 
thy name of Chriſt wherewith you 
are called: You deſpiſe God in 


your hearts, and ſay as David to 


Saul, After whom doth the King of 
Iſrael purſue ? after a dead doge after 
a flea As if he ſhould ſay, Me- 
thinks the great King of Iſrael ſhould 
never be fo vain, as to trouble him- 
ſelf about ſuch an inconſiderablerel- 
low as I am. A dead dog cannot 
bite : 3 4 flea can bite, but a flea-bi- 
ting 1s a ſmall matter : you that think 
{19 but like a flea, and 1ts hurt like 
a flea-biting , you do charge the 
God of Iſrael! in your hearts fool- 
iſhly, as if he made all this ado in 
Chrilt's death about nothing, you 
in effect maintain, as if God did

| eth, 


Chriſis Satisfaction, 
eth, to no purpoſe: for, if fin be 
ſuch a {light matter, then Chriſt di- 
ed in vain. How far are your 
thoughts from God's thoughts ! You 
ſhall ſre it an evil and bitter thing, 
and of dreadful deſert ; and admire 
at, Inſtead of contemning this Ju- 
{tice of God manifeſted in this wiſe 
plot of the Trinity, for man's ſal - 
vation, before ever you come to 
have this great benefit of it. 

6. This ſpeaks dreadfully to all 
unbelieving , Impenitent, Chriſt-re- 
fuliong ſinners: What will become 
of them that {light their Redeemer, 
that ſhall have no part in his blood, 
becauſe they tread 1t under foot? 
It Chriſt died for this end, becauſe 
clle God could not with ſafety to 
his Juſtice pardon believing , re- 
penting, returning finnersz what 
will become of them that believe 
not, repent not, return not? The 
death of Chriſt 1s to incorrigible 
ſmners the dreadfulle{t ſtory they 
can read; It fetteth convincingly 
forth before their eyes, and thun- 
dereth out to their ears, the inexo- 

rable 
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rable Juſtice of God , and what a 
fearful thing 1t 1s to fall into the of- 
fended hands of the living God. It 
may make a man ſweat, may put a 

man into an agony, to tell of thoſe 
things that are by the ſufferings of 
Chriſt, proclaimed aloud to the 
World, to befall wilful contemn- 
ers of this offer of Chriſt and 
Grace. If theſe things were done to 
the green tree, what ſhall be done to the 
dry? If he whoſe jacgment was not 
to oa drunk this Cup, hath drunk 
ſo deeply of it, Art thou be ihat 
ſhalt go wnpuniſted? JET. 42-3. 
How ſhall they eſcape that mee! ſo 
great ſalvation! You t};:t fy, you 
cannot believe Cod wiil be fo le- 
vere to impenitent ſinners, as the 
Scripture and your Miniſters tell 
you : See here dreadfu! Juſtice,and 
believe ; ſee here how ſeverely God 
dealt with his only Beloved Son, 
when he had undertaken to ſatisfie 
for our fins, to be as 1t were our 
Subſtitute. If any ſhould now ef- 
cape, ſurely he ſhould 5 he was but 
25 a Surety, How little encourage- 
ment 
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ment haſt thou to think he will dr- 
ſpence again with his threat, that 
haſt ſeen how hardly he hath di- 
ſpenſed with it before? God hath 
once indeed accepted of a great Sa- 
crifice for ſin; but 1f men now once 


finally refuſe him that thus ſpeak- 


eth from Heaven, There remains no 
more ſacrifice for ſin. If any man 
when he hears the words of this curſe 
( that fell on Chriſt, being made a 
Curſe for us ) ſhall bleſs himſelf in 
his heart , ſaying , I ſhall have peace, 
though I walk inthe way of my own 
heart, and not after the appoint- 
ment of my Lord-Redeemer; ſurely 
the wrath of God ſhall ſmoak againſt 


that man, and God ſhall blot out his © 


name from under heaven. and he ſhall 
bear his iniquity himſelf for ever and 
ever. What remaineth torſuch, bur 
a fearful looking for of judgment and 


fiery indignation that ſhall devour 
ſach adverſaries, ſuch enemies that 


would not have this man ( the Lord 

Jeſus) to rule over theme. 
7. This fpeaks comfort to true 
Bellevers, ta repenting , returning 
Inners3 
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{inncrs3 notwithſtanding their great 
ſins they have been guilty of betore 
converlion, and ſince converſion. God 
hath, you ſee, {et forth Chriſt a Pro- 
Pitiation. You need not tear, that 
you (hould feel what he felt . ſuch 
expiatory Hell-forrows, or eternal 
ind deſtiuctive puniſhments. Yours 
(hall be common to men , common 
to Chriſtians; Jeight aftlictions, and 
for a moment , and ſanttified and 
well rewarded. When your hearts 
ake. and conſciences accule, and the 
Law, and Juſtice, and Holineſs of 
God, icem to urge for SatisfaQion, 

look here at Chriſt made a Propi- 
tiation. Do not ſay, Tt is we that 
have finned, and we muſt ſuffer ; the 
lins were committed by us, and muſt 
lye on us for ever. What did God 
lay the puniſhment of our fins on 
Chriſt for ? It would have been thus 
it Chriſt had not dyed; it 1t muſt 
yet be thus, Chriit dyed 1n vain. #ho 
fall ley any thine to the charee of Gods 

ele It is God that Jjuſtifieth . who is 
he that conderuneth? it is Chrſe that 


-lzed, yea rather is riſen again. who is 
at 
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at the right hand of God, who alſo m4- 
keth interceſſion for #5 : who will 
make it his buſineſs to ſee you have 
the fruit of his death. God is well- 
pleaſed with you, through him that lo- 
ved us, and gave himfelf an offering 
and ſatisfaFion to God for a ſweet- 
ſmelling ſavonr. 

Thou art often, it may be, ſaying 
within thy ſelf, I want Righteoul- 
neſs; The rigbteons Lord loveth righ- 
teouſneſs; Heaven 1s a place only of 
righteous ones: How can ſuch an 
unworthy Creature ſtand before him 
without righteouſneſs?

This 
knowledg would be better ro us than 
our daily bread; this {ſtudy is more 
neceſſary than our appointed food. 
Is there but one Medicine in the 
World to heal us, and will you 
not learn it, ſtudy it, and the uſe 
and virtue of it, and how to apply 
it by Meditation . that it may have 
its diverlity of eff:C&ts upon us ? St. 
Paul delired to know nothine but 
Chriſt and him crucified. re Pe- 
ters laſt words of Exhortation in 


31s Iaſt Epiſtle are, Grow 71 grace, 
and 
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aud in the knowledg of our Lord Je- 
/asx. And ating our faith and know- 
ledg of theſe things. by Meditation, 
would be hugely influential to work 
and encreaſe Grace. Come to other 
knowledg, and he that encreaſeth 
knowledg, encreaſeth grief and ſor- 
row: but he that encreaſfeth in this 
knowledg, and is fuitably affected 
with it , layeth a foundation for 
perfect peace , quietneſs , and aſſu- 
rance for ever. 

Let Miniſters ſtudy this more, and 
1o preach this more. 7 deſrre to know 
nothing among you (that is, to know 
ſo as to preach nothing among you) 
ſave Chriſt and him crucified. Preach 
not your ſelves, but Chriſt. Uſe zruch 
plainneſs of ſpeech. Preach not like 
Moſes, with a vail on your tace, Let 
not people live and dye in igno- 
rance of Chriſt, if you can help it: 
Diſcover all to ſinners. Let them 
ſee the Lord their Righteouſneſs. 

Now in ſtudying and contempla- 
ting theſe things: Admire! 


1. Admire the Juſtice of God. 
Never 
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Never was ſuch Juſtice heard of 
{ince the world began; Juſtice in a 
Myſtery 3 He ſpared not his Son, 
that he might ſpare Sinners. He 
hardned his heart againſt the cry of 
11s Son , that he might opeu his heart 
to the cry of Sinners. Behold how 
1e not only loved us, but hated fin! 
The dreadful inſtances of man caſt 
2ut of Paradiſe, the drowning of 
the World , the deſtruction of Je- 
uſalenr, the reſervation of the faln 
Angels in horror and darknels, are 
icartul Monuments of God's hatred 
of fin. 

But here Juſtice and Holineſs 
ſhine as the Sun in the Firmament. 
When his beloved Son ſtood 1n the 
place and itead of Sinners, he muſt 
dye ſuch a ſhameful, painful, accur- 
{ed death, Surely had there been a- 
ny reſpect or perſons with God, 
could Juſtice have been perverted 
and drawn aftde with any confſidera- 
tions, his only beloved Son ſhouid 
have eſcaped. Here is inexorable 
Juſtice ! inflexible Juſtice ! This de- 
clared his Righteouſneſs indeed, _ 
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he would not ſpare Sin, but puniſh 
it, though on his innocent Son. Here 
is infinite Juſtice, fear it, dread It. 
Make this God thy fear and thy 
dread. 


2. Admire the love of the F ather 
and the Son, T he Father : Bleſs God 
for this Propitiation, How dreadful 
was our condition! How it Juſtice 
had taken thee by the throat, and 
ſaid, Pay me what thou oweſt? thou 
couldſt not have reply'd, Have pa- 
tlence with me, and I will pay thee 
all. God lays great engagements up- 
on us, in cauſing his Sun to ſhine, in 
giving rain and fruitful ſeafons , in 
making provilion for our bodies; but 
that which ſhould endear him moſt 


:0 the world, and ſhould occaſion 


our higheſt praiſes,ſhould be the pro- 
viding a Righteouſnels for our ſouls. 
Oh that the Lord ſhould look upon 
ſuch dead dogs as we are. What 3s 
man that thou art mindful of him 
and the ſon of man . that thou ſhouldſt 
viſit him! That thou ſhouldſt give 
him ſuch 'a Phyfician as thy Son, to 
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cure him with his blood! hat # 
112 that thou ſhou1d;/t magnifie , and 
jet thy heart upon bim! Admire and 
wonder at the love of the Son ; that 
Chriſt. the Lion of the Tribe of J«- 
dit, ſhould be willing to dye tor 
juch dead dops! That God'sfellow 
ſhould be willing to be ſmitten and 
wounded, that by his ſtripes we 
miphr be healed ! rhat he ſhould give 
Himſcit, his Blood, and Soul, a Ran- 
{ome for Traytors, for Enemies! I hat 
le ſhould intercede, as Xoſes,Blot 2c, 
I pray thee, out of the book of life; and 
lay as Paul, Let me rather be accur- 
ſed! That he thould ſay to his ba- 
ther, It they have es thee, 
pur It on mine account,l will pay 2t; 
written, not with my hand, but with 
my blood! That he ſhould lay with 
Rebeccah, On me be thy curſe , ay 
Sor! That Chriſt ſhould 20 1nto the 
tire, that we may be as brands pluckt 
out of the fire | That the moſt bleſ- 
led ſhould be willing to be curſed, 
that we curſed ones might be bleſ- 
{ed ! That ſuch a Tree of lite, ſuch 
a fruit-beariog Tree, ſhould be wil- 

ling 
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ling to be cut down and dye, to fave 
Trees of death, dead, dry, and bar- 
ren Trees, cumbring the ground. It 
is commonly faid of men undone by 
Suretiſhip » Their own hind hearts un” 
did them +: We may ſay of our Re- 
deemer , His own kind heart laid 
him thus low, brought theſe cala- 
mities upon him. How dear ſhould 
he be to us! Auanto pro we vilior 
tanto mihi charior. 

Labour to know. the love of God 
and Chriſt, which paſleth knowledg, 
that you may be able to compre- 
hend with all Saints, the heighth, 
length , depth , and breadth of it, 
Eph. 3. 18,19. Had we hearts as full 
of love as they could hold, yea, as 
full as all the hearts of Men and 
Angels could hold , we could, not 
love him as he deſerves from us. 
We had need, with the Widow, to 
beg and borrow Vetfels to fill; our 
hearts cannot hold enough. Were 
we not cold frozen pieces of earth. 
the fire would burn while we are mu- 
ſing. This love of God and Chriſt 
would ſet our hearts on fire. 
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2. Admire the Wiſdom of God {| 
in this great Tranſaftion ! This was _ 
matter of reproach amongſt the Hea- | 
then. their grand Objection againſt

and, Chriſt crucified was to the Jews ' 
a flumbling block , and tothe Greeks © 
fool:ſhneſs But it is wiſdom to them 
that are perfeF; and to them that 
arc ſaved by Chriſt. Chriſt 3s the wiſe 
dom of God. and the power of God, 
1 Cor. 1. 8. 24, :5. Never was ſuch 
a ffrain of Wiſdom heard of as this, 
tince the World began. O the wiſe 
plot and con:rivance of the Trinity, 
for the falvation of loſt man! here 
are Treaſures cf Wiſdom, unfearcha- 
ble riches of Wiſdom; Wiſdom in | 
a myltery. to find out a way for the | 
orcateſt Juſtice and Mercy to meet. | 
Wiſdom bringing light to us out of 
Chrilt's darkneſs, Ii.e out of his 
d.ath; making the fall of Chriſt 
the riling of the World.

But to clear all beyond 
poſlibility of exception; The Apo- 
tle only ſpeaks ex hypotheſe, and on 
ſuppoſition : for the Creature can- 
not poſſibly merit any thing of God 
( but as above-fſaid, that, if innocent, 
he be not condemned as ouiltyJand 
the Apoſtle knew, their works were 
not meritorious, that his oppoſers 
pretended were fo. Now ſuppoſe, 
{ ſay, that obedience was meritori- 
ous of eternal life, of the reward; 
ſuppoſe, man did any thing merito- 
rious of Heaven; then ex hypotheſs, 
talvation would not be of grace It 
any ſenſe, but properly of debt, 
which 1s all the Apoltle here affirm- 
eth, And it ſeems the Pharaiſaical 
Jews went as high ( as ſome Pa- 
pits do now ) as to hold their good 
works meritorious of cternal lite 5 
and our Jewiſh Aniiquarics manl- 
teſt, that this Tenent was common 
amongſt themz and you ſce, it or 
meritorious works, then not ot 
grace 1n any ſenſe.

The G:eat P2opitiation : or, 
unſinning obedience, would not 
have been of meritorious works, 
but of grace, though not of par- 
don and Golſpel- grace and Mercy. 
It is ealte to anſwer, take it which 
way you will. For it you will by 
works under(tand no more than per- 
fect obedience to the Law, then ju- 
ſtification will not be of Goſfpel- 
grace, which 1s pardon. But it by 
works you will underſtand works 
properly meritorious of ſalvation ; 
then 1t of works, not of grace at 
all. And in ſome places the Apoſtle 
{cems to take the words 1n one ſenſe, 
ſometimes in the other. For, as 
here he feemeth to mean proper 
merit; fo, Gat. 3. 10. As many 
as are of the works of the Law, are 
under a curſe; for it is written, Cur- 
fed 7s every one that continueth not, 
@*c. implieth, Man ſhould have been 
bleſſed and not curſed, as being ju- 
{tited by works, had he tulflled,&c. 
Here juſtification would have been 
ot works not properly meritorious, 
»1t bcing of Law-works, it would 

aot 
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not be by Goſfpel-grace and pat- 
don; though there would have been 
in ſuch a caſe the Law-grace ſpo- 
ken of. For (to ſpeak by way of 
anticipation ) if God was not 
bound in ſtrict Juſtice to make ſuch 
a promiſe, If mar obey perfeF#ly, he 
ſhall be happy; it the making of it 
was of grace, the making of it doth 
not hinder the performance of 1t 
from being of grace, law-grace 3 no 
more than God's making this Jaw, 
That ſinner that repents and be- 
lieves , ſhall be ſaved , maketh man's 
juſtification for being of Pardon 
and Golpel- grace. 


ObjeF. The Jews Works and Pri- 
Viiedges were not mcritorious nor 
perfect : Theretore the Apoſtle doth 
not mean by works, meritorious 
works, or pertect. 


Arnſ. Firſt, It 1s true, they were 
not meritorious, elfe they would 
have been juſtified and faved of 


debt, without ChriſÞs ſatisfaction. 
Secund- 
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Secondly, But they maintained 
2nd pretended their works ſuch, and 
this was to make Chriſt's death vain. 
This very opinion made them flight 
Chriſt, and kept them from ſubmit- 
ting to the righteouſpvels of God,the 
Goſpel-way of juſtification. And 
( by the way ) if any ſhould 
now have this conceit concerning 
faith, repentance, f{incere obe- 
dience, works of charity, viz. that 
they are mcritorious of their juſti- 
fication and ſalvation, a fatisfa&ti- 
on jor their ſins, recompence e- 
nough to Juſtice; rhey would be 
in the ſame condemnation with 
theſe, and Chriſt ſhould profit 
them nothing. For, this was the 
reaſon why Circumciſtion and other 
obſervations of the Law would un- 
co them ( Gal. 5. 2. ), not. be- 
cauſe they had that merit In them 
which they ſuppoſed; tor then they 
would bave been juitifted and fa- 
ved by them: but becauſe they 
conceited them meritorious, making

Cheilis Satis/action, 3OT 
ſo could not poſlibly , during this 
conceit, expect or deſire juſtifcatt- 
| on in God's way of grace or Mer- 
cy through a Propriatiunz they 
could not but deſpiſe it, as eſteem- 
ing they had no need of it, as 1n- 
deed they had not, It their conceit 
was true, 


Fourthly, Faith and Repentance 
are works ( it would move a man 
with pity to fee the weakneſs of 
| mens attempts to prove that faith 

1s not a work , when Chriſt him- 
{elf calls itt a work) therefore his 
deſign 1s not to exclude every good 
work from any intereſt in jultifica- 
tionz elſe he would exclude Faith 
it ſelf; but only perfect or mert- 
torious works, or works conceited 
fo to be, which comes all to one: 
for as works really compleat or me- 
ritcrious,, would eflentially hinder 
pardon by Chriſt's death, being ef- 
ſentially inconhittent : fo a man con- 
ceiting his works meritorious, is by 
God's Law of Grace excimded from 


any 
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any intereſt in this Propitiation. For 
he hath made it a part of the con- 
dition, That men be lenlible of 
their unworthineſs, unrighteoulneſs, 
and undone eſtate without Chriſt 
and Pardon. You ſee what the A- 
poltle's meaning is not. Now that 
you may ſee what his meaning 1s, let 
theſe two things be well conlidered, 
viz. What the Jews Opinions 
were; and, What the Apoltle s De- 


f7g0 Was. 


Firſt, What the Jews Opinions 
were which Paul oppoſed; which 
are ſomething plain from Scrip- 
ture, and are made more plain by 
the Writings of ancient Jewiſh Au- 
thors. 

Firſt, They held their gocd 
woiks meritorious of cterna] lite : 
yea, lome of them maintained. that 
any one Commandment kept by a 
Jew, thus merited. 

Secondly, T hey had high thoughts 
ot their great worth, as being Abra- 


ham's leed, ana circumciled worthy 
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men : Think not to ſay, Ive have A- 
braham to our Father, They were 
great boaſters; Where is boaſting 
then 2 Many of them held, all Jews 
( with very little exception ) ſhould 
Inherit eternal lifes yea, though 
dying by the hand of Jultice tor 
crimes. 

Thirdly , Yet the more Phariſai- 
cal ſort talkt of repentance asa thing 
of little uſe to them that were of 
ſtrict obſervance to make up what 
wanted : The righteows perſon need- 
ing 0 repentance, ſeemeth to be ſpyu- 
ken alluding to their opinion. The 
common people that knew not the 
Law, that knew not or uſed not 
their Traditions, were looked on by 
them as curſed, hopeleſs ; no jultift- 
cation for ſuch, nothing would ſerve 
to fave them, but taking up their 
way. John's Dodqrine of remiſſion 
of (in, and juſtification upon re- 
pentance and leading a new life, 
without Phariſzical , ſtri&, unwrit- 
ten oblervances and traditions, which 
were not poſſible to be kept by peo- 


ple 
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ple of ordinary employment, was 
almoſt new doctrine amongſt them, 
and was derided by the Phariſees, 
as much as ſuch dofrine would be 
by the ſtrict and 1eligious Orders 
( as they are called) amongſt the 
Papiſts; but was embraced as wel- 
come news to the common penplez 
for ſalvation to be a thing of pol- 
ſible attainment, by ordinary peo- 
ple ſenſible of their guilc; yea. and 
by Publicans and Soldiers , without 
leaving thcir courſe of lite, provi- 
ded they carry regularly ta itz and 
by Harlots , upon leaving their leud 
courſes. 

Fourthly, They licld the Law 
required no more than the obſer- 
vance of the outward man,

Fitthly, They placed the moit of

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which were gain ( of much deſer- 
ving worth in my thoughts) T ac- 
counted as loſs. that T might be found

It would be ttrange, unwelcome, 
yea, abhorred doctrine, to teach 
the Religious Orders ( as they cail 
them) amongſt the Papiſts, That 
they are no better than others, Ex- 
cept they live better. They would 
reply, Notwithſtanding our vict- 
ous lives, yet we are of ſuch an 
Order, and have obſerved fuch 
rules in diet, garments, and ſo 
have many good merits, are men of 
great deſerts. You may ealily gueſs 
what the things were they placed 
merit in, if you conſider that few 
men uſe to place merit in the fear 
and love of God. or ſincere de- 
iires and univerlal endeavours to 
obey him, but in ſome external c- 
ſervance, void of internal ; and or- 
cinarily, chiefly in ſuch things as 
cither are no duties , as Popiih au- 
{teritics:

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ſteritiesz or in ſuch things as they 
account no duties, as giving alms; 
and {0 think they thereby ſuper- 
erogate, do fo much not-required 
as will recompence their negle& of 
God and inward holineſs. 


They might, and 1t 1s probable 
did plead thus againſt the Gentiles 
being ſaved. 


Firſt, They are or were great 
ſinners , idolaters, ſfmmers of the Gen- 
tiles, and fo there is no ſalvation 
for them by the Mefſitah. God 
would not be righteous. to admit 
ſuch into favour, to jultifie ſuch ; 
this would be to acal with men 
contrary to their deſerts, to juſtifie 


unrighteous men. 


Secondly, However there can 
be no hope for them except they 
become Jews firſt; and then their 
becoming Jews, and being circum- 
ciſed , and obſerving the Ceremo- 


nial Law (which they looked up- 
ON 
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on as things of great worth ) may 
make ſuch an explation and recom- 
pence for their Idolatries3 will 
make them ſuch worthy perſons, as 
God may admit them into favour 3 
as they thought that Ruler worthy 
to whom Chriilt ſhould do that 
kindneſs; for, ſay they. he hath built 
#5 a ſynagogue. But without thus 
doing, ſuch low things as their re- 
pentance, and belief of, and obe- 
dience to, the Goſpel, will ſtand 
them in no ſtead, they cannot be 
juſtified and ſaved. 

And they might have this car- 
nal motive, thus to oppoſe their 
admittance without circumciſion ; 
We ſhall glory in their fleſh, in thus 
vetting them circumciſed; for it 
will keep thoſe things ſtill in re- 
pute; and we ſhall however be the 
chief , being natural, and the other 
but adventitious Jews. 

Now the Apoſtle begins to an- 
{wer to theſe things, toward the 
end of the ſecond Chapter to the

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er. 17. Behold thou art called a 
Jew; a very honourable Name, but 
too worthy and honourable 1n your 
eſteem and reſieſt in the law), 
Chictly in the Ceremonial 5 and ma- 
keſt thy boaſt of God, as having God, 
In having Abraham to be your Fa- 
ther; like that, The Temple of the 
Lord, The Temple of the Lond 

Ver. I 0, And art confident thou 
art a guide , G72 inſtrudor of the 
Fooliſh , ep eclally MM ccremonlal icr- 
vices and traditions; but thou ne- 
glefteſt the weighty matters of the 
Law , thou liveſt loolly and wick- 
edly, and yet countelt it enough 
thou ait a Jew, and ſo a worthy 
dclerving man. 

Fer. 2%. Circumciſion and ſuch 
things would prolit, or however 
would have profited; it you did 
fincerely, obey the Moral Law, if 
you did walk in that inward holi- 
neſs that fuch things as Circumci- 
fion obliged you to. But it thou 
live wickedly, thou art no more 
a truly worthy perſon , than the 

Gen- 
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Gentiles that live wickedly. 

Per. :6. And if the ancircamct= 
ſion, the Gentiles, be converted 
and keep the righteouſneſs of the 
law, live holily, do that which 
circumcition obliged you to, they 
ſhall be accounted the circumciſed 
men, the better men. 

Ver. 28, For he is not a Jew, a 
worthy man, who zs only fo infſuch 
externals; either 3s that the avall- 
able thing to be circumciſed in the 
fleſh. V. 29. Bur he 1s rather the 
excellent man, and he 1s appro- 
ved of God, who 1s circumciſed in 
heart. And though this be looked 
on as nothing by you, and ſuch as 
you, in compariſon of outward 
circumciſion , yet his praiſe i of God; 
God elteems him, and approves 
him, though of grace. And this, 
as he had told us before in this 
Chaprer ( wot the hearrevs but 
the doers of the Law ſhall be juſtti- 
fred TY 7 the day whon he ſhall Jude all 
men according lo ite Goſpel) 1s the 
condition of juiltitication and fal- 

VatiOon, 
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vation, and not the outward. 

Chap. 3.v.1. What advantage ther 
was there to the Fews © and what 
profit of irene on £ 

Ver. 2. Much every way; it taught 
you and obliged you to this 1n- 
ward holineſs ; but chzefly, becauſe to 
thew were committed the oracles of 
God; you had great helps that o- 
thers wanted. For what though you 
lived wickedly? this doth not hin- 
der but that theſe things did 1n their 
own nature ſtir up, teach, and ob- 
lge you to holinets. 

Ver. 9. But what, were not we 
Tews better than the Gentilcs, fo 
as they to be ſinners, and we holy 
worthy men? No; we confelson all 
hands, the Gentiles were great lin- 
ners, and ſo I will prove from the 
Scripture were the Jews alſo. Noxe 
Fighteous. no not ones none lat doth 
good: their throat is an open ſepul- 
cher. 

Ver. 19. Now whatever the Law 
faith. it ſaithtothem under the Law; 
that Is, whatever the Scripture 

ſpeak- 
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ſpeaketh, it ſpeaketh of them that 
| lived in Scripture-placesz and this 
| was Written by David a Jew , and 

ſo he meant it of the wickedneſs of 
the Jews. 
So that all are ſinners, and under 
condemnation, you Jews as well as 
others, whatever your thoug'"ts are 
to the contrary. And #9 fleſh car be 
juſtified in his ſight by the deeds of 
the law; no man ſhall be juſtified 
as being a man that ekrvnks Or | 
as having no need to have his fin 
pardoned, ſo as his juſtification to 
be of debt, and not to be of grace, 
favour, and pardon. | 
Ver. 25. But thus man's juſtificati- 
on comes about; God hath ſet torth 
Chriſt a Propittation , fince all are 
ſinners 3 and God juſtifieth men by 
ay for his lake pardoning their 
Ins 
Ver. 27; where #s boaſting then £ 
it 3s excladed; but is not excluded 
by the Law of Works: for it a 
man was juſtified that way, he 
might boaſt, God pardoned him no-

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thing 3 but by this Law of Faith, 
by this Gofpel-way of pardofing 
jHancrs without merits or ſtrict Law- 
righte2ufneſls, And therefore the 


Gentiles may be ſaved if they be- 


come Chriſtians, and have this heart- 
circumciſion ( though they have not 
theſe outward priviledges which 
you account things of ſuch great 
worth )Godpardoning their (1 (ins upon 
their belicvit the Goſpel, and ha- 
viog their hearts purified by it. which 
you account ſuch low ignoble 
things. 

Chap. 4. 1 his C! haprer 1s account- 
eq by the oppulcrs of the doctrine 
{ taught, to have rhe preate(t ap- 
Pearance againlt it; bur I ſhall ma- 
nieft, it doth not in the leaſt op- 
pole ic. The deiign of this Chap- 
icr, as you will fre, 1s to prove the 
whole bulineſs, That the Gentites 
may be jaſritied and ſaved by grace 
and pardon of lin, upon their turn- 
Ing iom idolatties.. and believing 
a: obeying the Golpel, Without 
CGicumctlionz and he provetn it by 

this 
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this argument, viZ. Abraham was a 
finner , and was not juſtified for 
any original righteouſneſs, as ha- 
ving never ſinned; nor for any me- 
ritorious works or priviledges of 
his that in Juſtice deſerved the re- 
ward, by making ſatisfaction for his 
fins ( for that would ſtil] be of debt 
from natural Law and Equity ; if 
a man could do ſomething after 
oreat Crimes that ſatisfies for them 
all, it would be ſo of Juſtice to 
acquit him, as not to be of Grace 
it would however be, as the Apo- 
{tle expreſleth It, Ws WE ceryov rus, AS 7E 
were by the works of the law, Rom. 
9.31. as it were by the works of 
the Law: though not wholly or al- 
together, yet in a fort, or as it were. 
They that grant they are ſinners, 
| and yet ſuppoſe they make amends 
by ſome fſtri& obſervance, fo that 
it would be hard and ſevere if God 
| ſhould condemn them , do eſteem 
their ſalvation due, as it were,by the 
works of the Law , they eſteem it 
not of grace. But when it 1s ſaid, 

X Abr a- 
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Abraham was juſtified; the meaning 
is. he was pardoned; andit fo, God 
may juſtifie the Gentiles on that 
manner. viz by pardoning them. 


Ver. 1. Shall we ſay that Abraham 
found (i.e. all that kindneſs , fa- 
vour, and juſtification ) from: the 
fleſh, 3. e. from works, as we ſee in 
the following verſe ? for x«]e ocere, 
according to the fleſh; 1s 1n the fol- 
lowing verſe repeated and expoun- 
ded by i! tpyor, by works. So Gal. 
3.3. made perfe® by the fleſh , he 
expounds v. 2, 5. by the works of the 
law; and fo, by the fleſh, may ſignifie 
unſinning obedience tothe law, or, by 
the fleſh, might be meant ſome ſuch 
meritorivus priviledges as thoſe the 
Jews boaſted of; for Phil. 33.4. in 
expounding what is meant by the 
feſh, he reckons up Hebrew of He- 
brews, circumciſed the eighth day, a 
Phariſee. We may here underſtand 
cither, but rather both; for his ar- 
guing excludes both equally. 


Ver. 
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Ver. 2. No ſure. For if he was 
juſtified in ſuch a way by the law of 
works, as having never been a fin- 
ner 3 or by ſome high merits deſer- 
ving ſuch things from God , then he 
had whereof to boaſt, and ſay he 
was not pardoned, and that his ju- 
ſtification was of merit, and not of 
grace. But not before God, i.e. but he 
could not boaſt and ſay, God never 
pardoned his fins; and that he was 
one of ſuch worth and merits, that 
whatever God did for him. was due 
debt , whatever glorying he might 
make of his innocency toward 
men. 

Fer. 3. He proves it from Scrip- 
ture, that Abraham could not thus 
boaſt : What ſaith the Scripture 9 A- 
hraham believed God, and it was 
counted to him for righteouſneſs. 
Now this very word { counted | pro- 
veth this fully, that ir was not due 
debt from God ; and alſo, that his 
believing did not merit it. For the 
word (| counting } is like the Law- 
word (| acceptilatio |], which word 

2 [_4aceep 
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[ acceptilaiio | 1 uſed in ſuch cafes as 
when a man accepts from his deb- 
tor a pcnny for a hundred pound, 
and acquits him upon it. So this 
very word impliecth that his belie- 
ving was ſo low a thing, as not to 
be any way meritorious of thoſe 
great things God rewarded him 
with upon it. He lays all the ſtreſs 
( as you will ſce by the following 
verſes) upon this word [| counted ] 
that it ſignitieth graciouſly acquitted 
him , and not as a jult man that de- 
{ſerved It. | 

Ver. 4. If Abraham had been a 
man ot high merits and deſerts, Or 
his faith any thing meritorious, It 
would not have been faid, God ac- 
conrted it, which {ignifies God gra- 
Cioufly accounted it : For to ham that 
worketh. 1 ©, that meriteth by his 
work. the reward is reckoned of 
debt, and mot reckoned of grace, as 
this word {igntteth, This very word 
implies, thar God might juſtly have | 
retuled to have juliified him upon 
his believing, This is the fame ar- 

gument 
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gument with that, Rom. 11. 6. If af 
be of grace, then it is not of works, 
z. e. of meritorit2us works 5 other- 
wiſe grace is not grace and mercy : 
but if it be of works, 1. e. merito- 
rious works . ther it is no more of 
grace and mercy, elſe works is not 
works; that is, merit is not merit, 
merit doth not deſerve ; which is a 
contradiction. 

Ver. 5. ---Counted it to him for 
righteouſneſs. It cannot be ſaid that a 
man's believing, or repenting , or 
any other duty, 1s counted, that is, 
graciouſly counted for righteoul- 
neſs , except the man be. and theſe 
things be void of merit. There- 
fore it implies, That Abraham be- 
lieved one that juſtified an ungod- 
ly man, an undeſerving man, a fin- 
ner, a man unjuſt: juſtified a man in 
the ſtri& ſenſe of the law unjuſt. by 
pardoning his ſins, his unrighteoul- 
neſs. Yea, it is probable, that by the 
word | ungodly } inthis verſe, is im- 
plied, that Abraham was once an I- 
dolater as the Gentiles are, This 

R 3 plain- 
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plainly proves , his juſtification was 
by pardon of fin; and that he was 
a man God might juſtly have refu- 
ſed to have thus juſtified z and that 
he was not righteous in God's fight, 
in the primary, ſtrict, and proper- 
eſt ſenſe of the word, but meerly of 
grace and pardon. 

Ver. 6. And David fully pro- 
veth this, in his deſcribing bleſled- 
neſs, and wherein it lies: for he ta- 
keth for granted, that bleſlednelſs 
comes not by unſinning obedience, 
Or meritorious works, which are in- 
conſiſtent with pardonz elſe he 
would have ſaid, Blefled are they 
that never ſinned, or have made full 
{atisfaftion for their ſins: But he 
tells us it lies in not imputing 1ni- 
quityz and imputing, accounting 
righteouſneſs, is nothing elſe but 
pardon of fin; imputing righteouſ- 
nels, and not imputing fin, are all 

- ane, and fipnifie the fame 3 becauſe 
to impute or account righteous, 
ſignifieth, as he proved before, pra- 
cloully impute; and that can be no- 

thing 
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thing but pardon of fin : and fo the 
meaning is, God pardoned Abra- 
ham*s lin upon his believing God. 
Which ſheweth, he was noſuch wor- 
thy man as you think your ſelves, ſo 
as to need no forgivenels. 

Fer 9. Now will this bleſfſed- 
"neſs of Juſtification come only on 
you Jews? Are not the wicked Gen- 
tiles capable of it, if they turn from 
fin and Idols to Gad, and believe his 
teſtimony of his Son, and obey him, 
though they never be circumciſed ? 
for we ſay, his faith was reckoned for 
righteouſneſs : 1t was not from his 
worthineſs, but by pardon of his 
ſin upon believing. 

Ver. 10. He yet improveth this 
Scripture-citation as further cogent, 
thus : Was this juſtification confer- 
red on Abrahawz when he was cir- 
cumciſed, or when he was uncircum- 
ciled ? You will find this was faid 
concerning Abrahazz before he was 
circumciſed, when he was as yet uncir- 
camciſed , when he could not pre- 
tend to this high meritorious pri- 

X 3 viledg 
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viledg you boalt of, viz. — Ear 
fion ; but when he was as the Gen- 
tile-believers now are, that are con- 
felledly void of ſuch accompliſh- 
ments. Why may not they there- 
fore be juſtified in ſuch a Goſpel- 
way as he was, having their ſin par- 
doned through the Propitiation, up- 
on thcir only believing and obeying 
the Goſpel? For though you look 
upon Faith and Obedience as low 
chings in compariſon of Circumci- 
ſion 3 yet theſe were graciouſly ac- 
cepted from him by God, and his 
ſins pardoned thereon; and why may 
they not be accepted from them, 
Vithout meritorious works, if it be 
granted fuch are ſo, which you ac- 
count fo? 

Ver. I. Ard he received the ſign 


of circumciſion , the ſeal of the righ- 


Jeon neſs of the faith which he had 
heing uncircumciſed, that he might be 
#he father of all them that believe, 
though they be not circumciſed, that 
righteouſneſs might be imputed unto 
them alſo, 

I ſhall 
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I ſhall here take a liberty not al- 
iowed me by my deſigned method, 
to ſpeak largely of theſe words, be- 
cauſe they are difficult, and there 1s 
a ſtrange diſagreement about the 
meaning of them. 


The words that theſe are coup- 
led unto, are theſe, It was counted 
#0 him in uxcircumciſion ; then fol- 
lows, and he received the ſign of cir- 
car ciſton. 

And, that is, aud they, or, and 
after, it is ordinal, as it 1s fre- 
quently. 

The ſign of circumciſion, or Sacra- 
ment of Circumciſion; it 1s an ord1- 
nary manner of ſpeaking, the gerz- 
t3oxs ſpeciez as we ule to lay, the ſa- 
crament of Baptiſm , tor the ſacra- 
ment Baptiſm, lo. the ſign of Cir- 
camciſton , tor the ſign CR ; 
and Beza faith he found it ſo, in 
the Accuſative caſe, 1n an ancient 
Copy. 

By receiving the fign of circum- 
cifion, is not only or chiefly meant 

bis 
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his receiving It in his body, though 
he did ſo; but his receiving it in the 
inſtitution or law of it from God, 
as John may be ſaid to have recei- 
ved baptiſm, being the firſt to whom 
it was delivered by God, as an Or- 
dinance, to be by him as a Miniſter 
adminiſtred. 

And as Moſes is ſaid ( 4Fs 7. 28,) 
to receive the lively oracles of Godto 
oiveto the Jewsz and John. 7. 22. 
Moſes gave un1o you circumciſton, 1. e. 
the Ordinance of it. Without doubt 
he is ſaid here to receive circumciſi- 
on in the ſenſe that God 1s ſaid (A@&s 
7.0.)to give him the covenant of cir- 
eurciſion, not in the ſeaſe wherein he 
gave it to himſelf, circumciſed him- 
ſelf. I grant it doth connote ſecon- 
darily his receiving it 1n his body, 
yet {till as in the law and ordi- 
nance of it, ſo as to begin it to 0- 
thers. And that which makes it fur- 
ther appear to be ſo meant, 1s this, 
becauſe the ſtreſs of his becoming 
the father of all that believe,&c. ſcem-. 


eth to be laid here; For if it ſhould 
have 
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have the other ſenſe, all circumci- 
ſed might on the ſame account be 
called Fathers of them that believe, 
And-elſe it is probable the Apoſtle 
would have uſed the ordinary word 
migTiruilea, and have laid. he was 
circumciſed J and not 5 he received 
circumciſion, Abraham was honour- 
ed by God to be the firſt receiver 
of this Inſtitution, Indeed the pro- 
miſe or covenant that this ſealed, 
had been made known to the world 
long before, viz. That whoſoever of 
faln man ſhould repent and believe 
God, and obey him ſincerely, ſhould 
be ſaved; and all that were juſtifi- 
ed before Abraham , were juſtified 
by this law of grace made in the 
blood of Chriſt: but Abraham was 
the firſt that received from God this 
viſible feal to confirm it to the 

world. . | 
The ſeal of the rightsouſneſs of the 
faith, er he had ara 
ciſed, Theſe words ſeem an exegc- 
. tical Parentheſis, or a Parenthetical 
explication of the former words, re- 
ceived 


—_— 
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ceived the fign of circumciſion. For 
theſe words, that he might be the fa- 
ther, ſeem to have their dependance 
on, and reſpe@t to, the former words, 
received the ſign of circumciſion. In 
theſe words here is a definition of 
that, and allo of every other Sacra- 
mental Inſtitution. Circumciſion 1s 
called a ftgz or token oi the Cove- 
nant, Ger.17.11. and it 1s called ft- 
guratively the Covenart, v. 10. and 
Ads 17.8%. even as the Sacrament 
of the Lord's Supper 1s alſo called 
the Covenant; This is the new cove- 
nant in my blood; that is, the {tpn or 
{ſeal of the Covenant founded in my 
blood, 

By the faith of Abraham is not 
here to be underſtood that perſo- 
anal individual faith which he had ; 
but a faith of that ſort or kind, 
which he had, even in ſuch a ſenſe 
2s that faith which dwelt firſt in his 
Grandmother Lozs, and Mother Eu- 
»ice, 1s {aid to dwell in Timothy, to 
wit, not the ſame individual a& or 
bybit, but a faith of the fame ſort 

Or 
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Or ſpecies, 7. e. faith unfeigned, as 
he explains it , 2 Tim. 1.5. and fo 
theſe words , the faith of Abraham, 
( ver. 16, of this Chapter ) muſt 
neceſſarily be underſtood to this 
ſenſe. 

Again, Circumciſion 1s not faid b 
the Apoltle to be a ſign or ſeal of 
his faith, or any one's elſe; no,that 
is a miſtake; though I know in a- 
nother ſenſe Circumciſion was, and 
Baptiſm and the Lord's Supper are, 
a ſeal or ſeals of mens faith or reſt1- 
pulation, v7z. as they are mens ſeals. 
We receiving them, engage and pro- 
fels we do reſtipulate and oblige 
our ſelves to perform faith, the con- 
dition, and ſeal it by receiving the 
elements: We ſo ſeal, as hereby to 
oblige our ſelves , and tobe guilty 
of falſhood in the Covenant if we 
do not perform. Yea, he that is bap- 
tized while an Infant, is a debtor io 
the Goſpel, as well as he that was 
circumciſed when an Infant, was a 
debtor to the Law. But this is cot 
meant here; for this definition ſpeak- 


eth 
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eth only of Circumcifion as God's 
ſeal, and God doth not ſeal that a- 
ny man believeth reſtipulateth; he 
ſealeth only what he faith and te- 
{tifieth, to wit, his own part of the 
Covenant, He no where teſtifieth, 
that this or that man believeth; 
but that if he do, he ſhall be fa- 
ved. I fay, it is not ſaid to be a 
ſeal of his faith, but of the righte- - 
ouſn'ſs of his faith, of that faith 
which he had being uncircumciſed, of 
ſuch a kind of faith. That 1s, 1t 1sa 
fign or fecal of juſtification upon con- 
dition of believing as he did while 
uncircumciſed. It is a ſeal of the 
truth of this Covenant or Promife. 
and of God's faithfulnefs 112 {tand- 
ing to it. He that believeth with 
tuch a kind of working-faith, ſha]! 
be juſtified and ſaved 3, or. to ſpeak 
more properly, he that belteveth 
and obeyeth as Abraham did. 

It was indeed a ſeal of the righ- 
teouſnels of Abraham's faith (ſubje- 
ctively and individually taken) but 
not as his faith 3 elſe it would ſea] 

Tigh- 
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righteouſneſs and juſtification to 
none elſe, upon ſuch a faith as 
his. Though it did ſeal his Juſtifica- 
tion ., he having that ſort of faith 
the general promiſe was made to 
yet it did not ſeal his juſtification 
primarily, but only conſequentially, 
viz. by ſealing the general orotlts 
It did not ſeal juſtification to his 
faith as hisz but as trye, unfeign- 
ed, or faith of ſuch a ſort, ſuch an 
operative, obediential one, as the 
Promiſe was made to, which was 
ſealed. It would have ſealed that 
thing it did feal (that promiſe, he 
that ſo believeth ſhall be ſaved; he 
that believeth with ſuch a kind of 
faith as is deſcribed by being called 
the faith which 4brahanm had being 
uncircumciſed ) whether Abrahane 
had believed or no: for, that he 
believed, was, as we uſe to ſay, con- 
tingent or accidental to the thing 
ſealed. I know ſome Anabaptiſts.to 
elude arguments drawn from hence, 
would have it a ſeal of the righ- 
teouſneſs of Abraham's faith only: 
| an

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and that it was ſo to none elle; 1n- 
terpreting it to this ſenſe, to wit, 
That it was given as a reward to 
him, a great and ſignal beltever,and 
others were circumciſed upon other 
accounts. But if this was the mean- 
ing, we might as well call every 
great bleſſing (which he had as a 
reward of his faith, as having chil- 
dren in his old age, deliverance 
from dangers and difhculties , and 
conquering enemies, which were g1- 
ven to him as rewards of his faith, 
and tokens of God's love) a ſeal of 
the righteouſneſs cf his faith, and a 
fgn or token of the Covenant, as 
this is called, Gez. 17. 11. and as 
the Kain-bow is called a ſign or 
_ of another Covenant, Gez. 
"Ip 

Now if Circumciſton was not a 
{cal of Abrahams taith at all, nora 
teal of the righteouſneſs of Abra- 
baw's faith as his ( as hath been, and 
might further be made apparent) but 
of the righteouſneſs of ſuch a kind 
of faith as his was; then it a 

anc 
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and effentially follows, that it was 
a ſeal or conftirming-ſign of this do- 
Qrine, covenant, or promiſe, made 
to the whole world, That whoſoe- 
ver of faln man ſhould believe God 
as Abraham did , ſhould be righte- 
ous , treated by God as righteous 
be juſtiftled , pardoned, rewarded, 
bleſſed, (thele words are promiſcu- 
oufly uſed ) whether he be circumci- 
ſed or not; andſo the Apotle faith 
in the latter part of the verſe , zhat 
righteouſneſs might be imputed to then 
alſo that believe, though not circum- 
ciſed. For that he be circumciſed, 


1s ſo alien from the promiſe, as tc be 


no part of the condition: for elſe 
Circumciſion had ſealed an urtruth, 
if a man that ſhould perform the 
condition, ſhould not be juſtiftcd 
though he be uncircumciled. 

And indeed, lince Baptiſm 1s a ſeal 
of the ſame, viz. of juitification or 
remiſſion of fins upon repentance, 
and briagerh torth fruits meet and 
ſuitable, as is ſaid of Jeh#'s Baptiſm 


\(aad ſure you wil grant the faith

The G2cat Pzopitiation * or, 
required in thoſe days was included 
11 the word Repertance): And the 
Lord's Supper is a ſeal of the ſame 
Mew Covenant made in Chriſt's 
blood, called alſo the Goſpel which 
the Apoſtles were ſent to preach. 
And the Apoſtle Paul ſaith, He hath 
r7.:de ws able Miniſters of the New 
Coveraxt , 2 Cor. 3,6. and we lee 
what that Covenant is. Rom. 19.6.8. 
The word of faith which we (that 1s, 
= and other Apoſtics) preach « the 
Jaw of faith 7s this, If thor believe, 
t1ox ſhalt be ſaved. Since , Ilay, this 
is the tenour of thit which Baptiſm 
and the Lord's Supper ſeal , if mem 
velicue and obey the Goſpel, they ſhall 
be fave ; it doth demonſtrably alfo 
folicw, that It a man did perform 
1!,o Golpel-condition, the condition 
of that Covenant whereot Baptiſm 
is a ſeal, he would be juſtitted and 
iived whether he were baptized or 
20, Whecher he received the Lords 
Supper or not (as our Divines ufe 
to prove againſt the Papilts ), elſe 
they did ſeal anuntruth, And ſurely 
none 
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none will deny, but thoſe holy An- 
clents we read of in the primitive 
time of Chriſtianity, who terrified 
through an Error taught by ſome, 
(viz. That there was no remiſſion 
for (ins committed after it ) deferred 
Baptiſm till toward their death, 
were juſtified before Baptiſm; and 
they that ſo delayed, as to dye with- 
out it, were yet ſaved by virtue of 
the Goſpel-promile which it ſeals. 
If it feal this, He that believeth 
in the Goſpel ſenſe, that is, believeth 
and obeyeth the Goſpel, ſhall be ſa- 
ved; then it evidently follows, that 
the receiving the ſeal 1s no part of

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And the Objetton here ariſing 
1s inconſiderable, vzz. TI hat one that 
ſhould reiuſe to be baptized ( ha- 
ving never been baptized before ) 
and to reccive the Lords Supper, 
c:nnor have the condition. For 
tiiough in ordinary circumſtances in 
our days, wherein there 1s much 
light, and ſuch things are made 
plain; it would be next to an im- 
poſlibility that a man ſhould heartily 
belicve all Fundamentals; and be 
heartily willing, and earneſtly de- 
{ir-us, to obey Ged and Chriſt 1n 
every command to the beſt of his 
knowl-dg. and yet through ſome 
erior reiuſ”e he Sacrament; yet ſuch 
a thing it may be 1s poſlible : for 
you will not be fo uncharitable as 
+» ieny this of thoſe Ancients, Ec- 
«tical Hiſtory tells us of, But 
kou,,cver, let it be granted that this 
cannot be ( as 1t 1s indeed certain It 
cannot be in ordinary cafes ; for it 
would be ordinarily a wiltul know- 
ing retuſal to ſubmit to Chriſts rule 
and dominion, which indeed 1s per- 

rectly 
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fealy inconſiſtent with performing 
the Goſpel-condition) yet this doth 
not oppoſe this hypotheſes, for it 
ſpeaketh only on ſuppolition , If a 
man were a truly believing and lin- 
cerely obedient one, who ſhould 
thus refuſe to comply with theſe be- 
neficial commands, he would be ju- 
ſtifted and ſaved. And by the way 
you may obſerve, that which may 
be very helpful to you for the ut:- 
derſtanding theſe and many other 
things, vis. this, the difference be- 
tween that which is neceſiary as a 
condition of a promiſe, and that 
which 1s not a condition, but is ne- 
, ceflary upon ſome other account 
you may ſay of any performance 
that is not a condition of a pro- 
miſe, Thar if he periorm it not, he 
will yet have right, ſo he do but 
perform the condition, though he 
cannot perform the condition with= 
nut pertorming this thing. And cur 
ſequently , if any ſhould deny fin- 
cere obedience to bea condition of 
juſtification , be muſt ſay ( or he ig- 

3 norautly 
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norantly contradidqs himſelf ), That 
if a man ſhould believe, though he 
did reſolve, never to obey. he muſt 
be juſtified and ſaved, though it 
ſhould be granted he cannot believe 


_ without obeying. 


The Apottle here hath proved, 


That Circumcition is ſo far from be- 


ing meritorious, as the Jews held, 
that it was not ſo much as a condi- 
tion neceſlary to juſtification. And 
though it might be objected hereby 
the Jews , But why are not the be- 
lieving-Gentiles then circumciſed 
upon thoſe other accounts? Yet here 
is enough {aid for the preſent ſcope 
in proving juſtitication may be had 
without it; and this 1s anſwered by 
the Apoſtlein other places: and al]- 
lo they might eaſily anſwer them- 
ſelves, knowing there was another 
ſeal inſtituted inſte ad of it, viz.Bap- 
tiſm, called the circumciſion of Chrift, 
DF:

What pretence have any from 
this place to maintain, That repen- 
tance or obedience are not neceſ{a- 
ry to juſtification or right to Hea- 
ven, or that they are not included 
in the word Feith?

{ay or Circumcifion, that it was, as 
Baptiſm is, a ſeal of remiſlion of 
{ins upon repentance and faith? was 
It not a ſeal of this promife, He that 
repentcth , believeth., «1d obcyeth, 
walketh 1n the ſteps thut Abrahane 
vialked 1n, ſhall be ſaved?

If we ſhal] 
go further, and ſay , There may be 
included this alſo, That God's te- 
ſtification of his being juſtified on 
his believing, and his having this 
honour, to have this Ordinance firſt 
given to him, to ſeal, that whoſoe- 
ver walked in his (teps ſhould be 
juſtifiedz and the great exemplari- 
neſs of his faith, that all theſe to- 
gether are as a moral Cauſe obje- 
aively influential to make him afe- 
cma cauſative exemplar, to beget 
many children of his taith, to cauſc 
them to walk 1n his ſteps, that they 
may be juſtified as he was. This 1s : 


truth 3 but either 1s no part of hi: 
mean: 
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meaning 3 or, if it be, alſo conno- 
ted in the phraſe ( as it is likely it 
Is) it ſeemeth not tobe infiſted on 
here by the Apoſtle, as his chief 
meaning of his being a father 3 but 
this only or chiefly, his being a 
prime firſt pattern of the juſtificati- 
on both of the Gentile and Jewiſh 
believers. I think, I could ſhew you 
great inconliſtencies and inconveni- 
encies in any other explication of 
this verſe, ſetting the prefent con- 
troverfie alide. And becauſel uſe to 
think I cannot ſpeak very intelligi- 
bly in ſuch things without an in- 
ſtance, I will here give you one : 
Suppoſe a great King ſhould give to 
an offender that hath pleaſed him 
by ſome exploits, a Livery to be 
worn by him and his Family, in to- 
ken, to ſeal and oblige himſelf to, 
and aſſure others of, this promiſe, 
That whatſoever offender or offen- 
ders ſhall do as he did ( before his 
receiving of it ) he or they ſhall be 
acquitted from all penalties. Here, 
i. The firſt receiving this Livery to 

be 
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be worn by him and his, is given as 
a reward to him (and not by way 
of ſealing) and as a peculiar token 
of the Royal favour; and the ſame 
may be faid of his exploits being 
mentioned 1n the promiſe to deſcribe 
the condition by : For it is to re- 
ward and caſt an honour on him, to 
make them a pattern to others. 
Theſe two agree to none elſe ; and 
therefore herein muſt the father- 
hood lye. 2. As a ſeal of the pro- 
miſe, his Livery ſealeth his particu- 
lar acquittal only ſecondarily, even 
by ſealing the general promiſe pri- 
marily and immediately, viz. That 
whoever do as he did, ſhall be ac- 
quitted, whether they have the Lt- 
very or no. That it is more aſlu- 
ring and comforting, ec. to his Fa- 
mily, having the Livery , and per- 
torming the condition, [ grant, but 
paſs It by as alien. 3. The King b) 
thus honouring him, by giving hin 
this Livery as a reward, and alfo it 
giving bim it firſt, and alſo as « 
ſeal, with this fignification , tha 

wholo- 
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whoſoever ſhall do ſuch exploits, @*c. 
& alſo by making his exploits the pat- 
tern the regula and menſura, hath put 
this honour on him, to make him as it 
were a father of all after thus ac- 
quitted, as receiving this honour to 
be the firſt and chief pattern of the 
 acquitting of all that do as hedid, 
they being acquitted after him in 
like manner only as he was. 4. He 
may alſo be called a cauſative fa- 
ther (in the ſenſe I have explained 
it ) of men after him doing as he 
did, and conſequently being acquit- 
ted as he was, his exploits being 


morally influential to incline men to 


attempt to expreſs and copy them 
out , becauſe ſo taken notice of by 
the King, as to be propounded by 
him to notifie what kind and what 
manner of exploits they muſt be 
that this acquittal is promiſed to. 


Firſt, A father or pattern of the 
manner of the juſtification of the 
Gentile-Chriſtians, repreſenting, that 
as he was graclouſly pardoned, not 

juſtified 
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juſtified for any worthineſs of his 
own, being a finner, and an 1idola- 
ter; but pardoned upon his belie- 
ving and obeying God, and follow- 
ing his call, yea while uncircumc1- 
ſed : fo may the idolatrous nncir- 
cumciſed Gentiles, that have none 
of the outward priviledges you 
Jews boaſt of , be received into fa- 
vour upon their turning from their 
1dolatries, and believing and obey- 
ing the Goſpel; and ſo he is their 
father. 


Ver. 12, And ſecondly , A father 
or pattern of the manner of the 
juſtification of us Jews, that have 
theſe outward priviledges, in that 
we mult be juſtified as he was, He 
was indeed circumciſed as we are; 
but his juſtification was not by that, 
or any merit of that; but the con- 
dition of his juſtification was his 
heart-circumciſion, his believing, o- 
beying, fearing Godz and fo muſt 
be, and always was the juſtification 
of any Jew, not by, or by the me- 

rif 
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rit of any outward priviledges, but 
by God*s pardoning their great fins 
in a Goſpel-way, upon their heart- 
circumciſion, or walking in the ſteps 
of that faith of our father Abraham. 


Ver. 13. For the promiſe that he 
ſhould be heir of the world, that Is, 
have great things , have great tem- 
poral and ſpiritual mercies, Canmaar 
and Heaven, the world tocome ty- 
pifi.d by it , was not made to him 
and his ſeed, that is, ſuch as he, obe- 
dient believers ( as you may ſee by 
the places after cited) through the 
law, Obey perfeQly, and live with- 
out pardon, and ſo notof Goſpel- 
gracez but through the righteoul- 
neſs of faith, by a promiſe of for- 
giveneſs in a gracious Evangelical 
way , upon their repeating , belie- 
ving, obeying God. See Rowe. IO. 6. 
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what is meant by the righteouſneſs of ' 


faith, to wit, a law of grace. 


Gal. 3. v.14,15,16,17,10, Is a 
Place parallel to this, where the 
Cove- 
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Covenant confirmed of God in 
Chriſt to 4braham and his ſeed. that 
is, of an inheritance and bleſſedneſs 
to men walking in the ſteps of his 
faith, is called the promiſe whereby 

' he gave the inheritance to Abrahams 
and by his ſeed there, are meant be- 
levers, as you may ee plainly by 
v.29. and by Chriſt, v.16. 1s meant 
Chriſt myſtical, viz. Believers, as Ex- 
poſitors agree. 

So allo Heb.9. 15. 4A Mediator of 
the new teſtament, or covenant. that 
they which are called (3. e. etiequ- 
ally called, obedient believers )-;ght 
receive the promiſe of the eternal in- 
heritance. | 

Ver. 14. For if only they that are 
of the law ( that is, they that are 
righteous without pardon, that per- 
feCtly obey, ſee Gal. 3. 10. ) be heirs, 
are to have great things, ther faith 
is made void, and the promiſe made of 
none effeF 3 that 1s, then there 1s no 
place, no reward for faith, repent- 
ance, and turning from {in to God, 
for thoſe that have beca fianers, or 

obey

obey not the Law perfeqly, and 
that implied promiſe, which is im- 
plied in God's juſtifying Abrahan 
upon believing, Gad not being par- 
tial; but whoſoever feareth God, and 
worketh righteouſneſs , ſhall be accep- 
ted: and that promiſe which was 
ſealed in circumciſion , That whoſoe- 
ver ſhould believe and obey God as he 
did, ſhall find great reward as he did, 
is made of none effect, it men be 
to attain the reward by the Law of 
works without pardon. And the 
Law given Four hundred thirty years 
after ( if it require perfe&t obedi- 
ence, ſo.as to accept nothing leſs) 
hath diſannulled this promiſe. Then 
none can be juſtified unleſs they be 
men of ſuch merits as you ſuppoſe 
ſuch outward. obfervances and pri- 
viledges make you; that it is due 
of ſtri& Juſtice, and not from a 
gracious promiſe made to finners. 
And alſo I will ſhew, that you that 
are of the Law, and ſtick to that, 
cannot be juſtified or ſaved, whate- 


ver you think to the contrary, 
£ Ver. 
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Ver. 15. For the law worketh 
wrath: for where there is no law, 
there is no tranſereſſron. This pro- 
veth what he atirmeth before, That 
happineſs comes not by the Moral 
Law, and fo neither by any ſubor- 
dinate revclation which 1s redu- 
Gively comprehended 1a itz not by 
the whole ſyſtem or body of pre- 
cepts given by Moſes, as for in- 
ſtance, by the command of circum- 
ciſion, which reduQtively belongs to 
the Moral Law, for that is, Obey 
whatever I ſhall any way command 
you, or dye; and none perfealy o- 
bey. That place Gal. 3. 10. is like 
this; As many as are of the works of 
the law (1.e. ftick to that for juſtt- 
fication ) are under a curſe * for it is 
written, Curſed 7s every one that con- 
tinueth not in all things written in 
the law to do them: Which conſe- 
quence of the Apoſile's would be 
inconſequent,, but that it leans upon 
this implied foundation that none do 
{0, viz, all things written.

So here the meaning is this : iheſe 
Jaws, take them as laws and ccm- 
mands, they only work wreth, a 1 
make fins more, by muliinmlyinp 
commands more, and fo m-ke he 
Jews more guilty than ny. a4 tur- 
ther from juſtification than any, aa- 
ving more laws, and more clo ly 
revealed.

Ver. 16, Therefore happinefs is 
not by the law, that is, by unſin- 
ning obedience, or making all up by 

2 mert- 
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meritorious works; but by faith, 
that is, in a Goſpcl-way, by ſome 
promiſe made of pardon to linners, 
called the law of faith; by ſome 
promiſe made to f(inners ( to whom 
juſtification cannot be of debt); up- 
on their repentance, belief, and ſin- 
cere endeavour of obedience. And 
it is thus of faith, that it might be 
of grace and mercy. And it 1s thus 
of taith, that the promiſe might be 
ſure to all the ſeed. that is. to all that 
walk in the ſteps of Abrahams faith, 
that believe, repent , obey God in 
difficulties, whether they have thoſe 
great privilcdges you boaſt of, as 
the Jews 3 or none ſuch, as the Gen- 
tiles And lo he 1s the father of us 
all both Jews and Gentiles, Z. e. a 
pattern of our juſtification z both, be- 
Ing juſtified the ſame way as he was. 


Ver. 17. As it #s written, I have 
made thee a father of many nations. 
Fither this 1s a remote meaning of 
theſe words cited ; or it is an allu- 
tive accommodative making uſe of

this citation, which ſeemeth frequent 
with this Apoſtle. The meaning 
however of the Apoſtle is this: As 
I have received thee into favour up- 
on thy believing me 10 every thing, 
and obeying and following my call;

Jews and Genrils. ſhill receive grace 
and favour, and blciledneſs trom me, 
in thus turning from {in, and belie- 
ving and obcying me, as thou haſt, 
and fo be jultified in ſuch a way as 
thou art; and fo thou thait betheir 
Father, a prime example or pattern 
of their juſtification. 


He ſheweth 
the faith of Abraham was a preat 
and ſtrong faith; he believed the 
moſt unlikely thiags upon God's 
credit 5 believed againſt hope ;, be- 
lieved God was able to do what he 
promiſed, though never ſo unlikely;

It was a faith that carried him out 
to truſt and obey God 1n every 
thing, So would the Gentiles be-

dead Iſaac, Heb. 11. 19.) and the al-

Theſe Jews were for juſtification 
by It meerly as a Law, and ſtri& 
Covenant of Works, as if there was 
no jultication to be expected from 
it , but by reaching the preceptive 
part in every thing; and if fo, then 
there was an end of the Golpel 
preached to Abrahams then this 
Law that was 435 years after it, 
would have diſannulled the promiſe 
made of God in Chriſt, That who- 
ſoever ſhould believe, repent, obey 
fincerely, ſhould be faved. Where- 

as, 
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as, asit was given by Moſes, it was 
the Law of Grace and Faith, 
as the following verſe ſhews; the 
ſame for ſubſtance that was made 
to Abraham . and is now made to 
us. 

But take it asa law, a (tri law 
of works, and it 1s repreſented by 
that , The man that doth theſe things, 
ſhall live by them; which is indeed 
eſlential to every law any law ju- 
ſtifieth the doers of It; and in this 
ſenſe there can be no juſtification, 
that 1s, juſtification without pardon, 
but by doing every thing: if you 
be guilty of the leaſt omiſſion or 
negligence , you are out of its ju- 
ſtihcation, and under its condemna- 
tion or curſe. 


Ver. 6. But the richteouſneſs which 
zs of faith , ſpeaketh on this wiſe, Say 
zot in thy heart, &c, That 1s, the te- 
Nour of the covenant or law of grace, 
ſpeaketh thus. &*c. 

But now come to the Moſaical 


diſpenſation, as it was a covenant

of grace to be underſtooſt with that 
Goſpel-inweis, and moderation, as 
It was given by Moſes, and is ex- 
plained Dext. 3O. 12, 13, 14,@c. 
and in many other places; and you 
will find it is the word of faith which 
we preach, the ſame for ſubſtance 
with it, 

For the Gofpel-rule of juſtifica- 
tion, the righteouſneſs of faith in 
that Chapter mentioned, faith, Say 
20t in thy heart, Who ſhall aſcends 
@&*c. that is, Be not now ſollicitous, 


do not perplex your ſelves in ſay- | 
ing, Alas I am hopeleſs, for I have 


broken the law; or, I ſhall never 
be able exactly to obey it for the 
future in every thing : Do not trou- 
ble your ſelves as if God required 
any thing of you that you could 
not perform, though you was re- 
ally delirous to do it with the pre- 
valling-bent of your foul: for as 
ror thoſe failings which are conſiſt- 
ent with this, though they be (ins, 
yet they ſhould not cauſe deſpair- 
ing trouble : For Chriſt by his farif- 


{action 
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faQtion hath procured they ſhall not 
hinder your happineſs 3 he is the 
end Gf the Law, as was faid, But 
all that is required of you for life 
and juſtification, 1s a thing very ea- 
ſie, was there but a willing mind. 
God will not require what you have 
not ( as ſome troubled ſouls are apt 
to think) what is ſo out of your 

power, that you cannot do it,though 
you fain would; but will, it there : 
be a willing mind, accept of what :' 
you have, ſuch poor ſtaff as our de- *' 
generate ſtate 1s capable of per- 
torming, if willing. It is now 
brought to your own choice (7 have 
ſet life and death before you, therefore 
chuſe life, v. ty.) you cannot now 
chuſe it on the terms of 1t, and yet 
mils 1t. 

Say not in thy heart, Who ſhall aſ- 
ſcend iato heaven 2 as if the obtain- 
ing of juſtification to thee a ſinner, 
was ſuch a thing as could not be come 
by, was ſet before thee on an impol- | 
fible condition : this is in effe& to 
deny Chriſt is riſen and aſcended in- 


Ted 1 
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to Heaven for our juſtification : for, 
to bring Chriſt from Heaven, 1s to 
do what in thee lies to deny, to hin- 
der his aſcending into Heaven; and 
you do it by this ſaying, which 1s 
virtually to deny he hath finiſhed his 
work; to think you muſt do ſome 
impoſlible thing your ſelves, as,keep 
the law perfectly your ſelves for 
ſalvation. 

Say not, Who ſhall deſcend intothe 
deep £ do ſome impoſſible thing to 
fetch up righteouſneſs and life for us 
ſinners. This is in effe&t to deny 
Chriſt to have dyed for our ſins: 
W hat did he dye for, if ſome difh- 
cult impoſſible thing be required 
of us? 


Ver. 8. But what ſaith the Goſpel- 
rule of righteouſneſs, the righteoul- 
neſs of Faith? The thing 1s eaſe 
to come by, that is required of 
thee; it is 2zigh thee, even in thy 
heart and mouth. And this is the word 
of faith , the Goſpel that we preachz 
do but confeſs with thy mouth , and 
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362 The Gear P2opitiation : or, 
believe im thy heart that God hath 
raiſed bim from the dead. and carry 
ſuitably to ſuch a belief, axd thou 
ſhalt be (ſaved, without the labori- 
ous and innumerable abſcrvances of 
the Jews, which they can never per- 
fectly obſcrve, whatever they pre- 
tend, and fo can never be juſtihed 
their way. 


Theſe two it is probable he names 
as the molt generally crfhicult parts 
of the Guſpel-condition at that day. 
To believe God hath teſtified him 
to be the Mcſliah , by railing him 
from the dead , notwithſtanding all 
ſcofts at the reſurre&ion, and endea- 
vours to perſwade you to the con- 
trary 5 and confefſiing him in the 
times of danger and difficulty,when 
like to loſe ail by it: and many a- 
poltatizing Chriſtians maintained 1t 
was not neceſſary to confeſs , but 
that they might deny him when 
danger approached, ſo they but 
kept their hearts rightz which 


1tremeth to be implyed in thoſe 
Iro- 
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ironical expreſſions, 1 Cor. 4.8, 9, 
IO, IT. 

Ver. 10. For with the heart man 
believeth unto righteouſneſs, &c. True 
hearty yeelding to the ubedience of 
the Goſpel, is enough at firſt for 
juſtification : but if you would have 
your juſtification ſo to continue, as 
to reach ſalvation, you muſt hold 
out to the end, in confeſling him, 
though with the danger of your lives. 

Ver. 11. For the Scripture ſaith, 
IWhoſoever believeth on bim, ſhall nos 
be aſhamed. Ver. 12. For there is 
0 difference between the Jew and 
Gentile: For the ſame Lord over all, 
3s rich unto all that call upon him. 
Ver. 13. For whoſoever ſhall call on 
the Name of the Lord, (hall be ſa- 
ved. It is all one as1t he had ſaid, 
W hoſoever believeth. and carrieth 
ſuitably to fuch belief , ſhall be ſfa- 
ved; and he uleth ca//izg oz God, 
and believing God, promiſcuoully 5 
waich would not be ſenſe, it they 
did not mean the lame thing . the 
ſame Golpel-condition. And indeed, 

Aa as 
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as many promiſesof Juſtification and 
Pardon are made to Prayer, as to Be- 
lieving;but the meaning is,carry fuita- 
bly to ſuch prayer, believe, obey, 
repent. 

I am weary of eaſie work, and fo 

ive over. All thoſe other places i In 
this Apoſtle's Epiſtles, that have 
any ſhew to oppoſe the Dottrine 
delivered, are to be interpreted in 
purſuance of this deſign, That men 
are juſtified only by pardon of ſin, 
through the Propitration, upon per- 
forming thoſe ccudittons pardon 1s 

romiſed toz and ſo may the Gen- 
tiles be juſtified without ſuch per- 
fe&t obedience tothe Law, or meri- 
torious priviledges, or fatisfaGions. 
It I ſhould proceed, [ can only re- 
peat the fame again and agaim, with 
very little variation, upon the pla- 
ces following, Gal. 2.11,12,13,14, 
15,16. Gal. 3. 

Gal. 5. 2. Pan! once circumciſed 
Trmothy , yet here ſuth, Behold I 
Paul jay unto qo , = you he circum 
ciſed , that is, vpon this account

( elſe he would not have ſpoken ſo 


ſeverely ) to make you ſuch worthy 


perſons as to need no pardon; Chriſt 
ſhall profit you nothing. 

Veer. 3. For IT teſiifie again to every 
22an that ſhall now be ({ thus, or on 
this account ) exrcumerſed, be is a deb- 
tor to the whole Law. He muſt look 
to it that he fail not 1n the leaſt ; 
for he virtually diſclaims all pardon 
by Chriſt, and fo ſhall not have 1t. 

So, Tit. 2.5. Not by works of righ- 
teouſmeſs which we have done. but ac- 
cording to bis mercy he ſaved ws, by 
the waſhing of regeneration, and re- 
wewing of the Holy Ghoſt. Ver.7.That 
being juſtified by his grace, &c. This 
Scripture tells us what is meant by 
work , and what by faith; and plain- 
Iy, to any conſidering man, Fames 
2. 14, to theend. 

When ſome had ( it is probable) 
miſ-underſtood ſuch expreffions in 
St. PauPs Epiſtles, as it only belle- 
ving the truth was enough for fal- 
vation; the Apoſtle James ſhews, 


that by Abraham's faith, was meant 
Aa 2 his 
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his faith and obedience; and faith 
that thoſe words, believed God, mean 
believed God and obeyed him, in of- 
fering up his ſon; and other diffi- 
culties like that, 1 Maccab. 2.52. Was 
not Abraham ſound faithful in temp- 
tation * and it was imputed to hin 
for righteouſneſs? As Phineas executed 
judgment, and it was counted to hint 
for righteouſneſs throughout all gene- 
rations; that is, God rewarded him 
graciouſly with aneverlaſting Prieſt- 
hood, as if he had been a righte- 
ous man, a deſerving man; when 
yet he was not, by the Apoſtle Paul's 
argument, that the word | counted] 
implicth it was not due to him ſo do- 
ing, but of grace : Ver.22.23.#her 
he offered up his ſon , then the Scrip- 
ture was fulfilled, perte&ly explain- 
ed, that ſaith, Abraham believed God, 
and it was imputed to him for righ- 
tcouſneſs ; that is, God acquitted and 
rewarded him upon his faith and o- 
bedience, as if he had been a righ- 
teous man in the {triCteſt ſenſe, when 
indeed he was note 

And 
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And you may obſerve it would as 
much ſerve the Apoltle Paul's ar- 
ouing , and ſupport what he builds 
upon it, if the very words had run 
thus, Abraham believed and obeyed, 
and it was counted, &c. and It 1s 
plain that was the meaning, as you 
may ſee, Gen. 22.8. Inthy ſeed ſhall 
all nations be bleſſed, becauſe thou haſt 
obeyed my voice : or it they had run 
thus ,, He walked before God, and was 
upright, and it was counted, &c. and 
this is ſaidineffe&, in ſaying, Tf he 
did ſo, God would do great things 
for him, cap. 17. 2. Or if the words 
had been expreſly thus; Abrahare 
feared God, and it was accounted to 
him for righteonſneſs - and we do 
read as much in ſenſe, though not in 
expreſs words, Gen. 22.12, For now 
T know thou feareſt God , ſeeing thou 
haſt not with-held,&:. Ver.15. By my 
ſelf have 1 ſworn, For becauſe thou haſt 
done this thing, aud b:ſt not with heid 
thy ſor , that in bleſfwng FT wil bleſs 
thee. It would b< 2 poor biting, If 
it did not include jultiiication, I fav, 


hit 
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had the words run fo, the Apoſtle is 
ſo far from excluding theſe things 
from being a condition of juſtifica- 
tion, that ſuch words would as well 
have proved what he 1s proving 3 
only they would not fo occaſionally 
have ſerved to preſs them to the 
great difficult duty of that day, the 
believing Chriſt's Reſurrection.
